Senate Sub-Committee's Re- 
port on Merger of Tennes- 

ABSbSPtidN IS ILLEGAL 

Senators Fear That Reflection 
on President is' Too ' 

Severe 



Washington, Feb. 20. — By a vote of 
3 to 2 the sub-committeo of the coni- 
mltteo on Judiciary, which has been 
investigating- the: merger of the Ten- 
nessee Coad and Iron Company and 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
today decided to report to tho full 
committee that President Uooscv«lt 
was not authorized to permit tlie ab- 
sorption. Tlio committee found also 
that tlK" President was equally un- 
authorized to direct the attorney- 
general not to interfere with the mer- 
ger, and not to eufm-ce federal .stat- 
utes against it. It was decided also 
that as both companies wgre engaged 
In interstdt , cBnirherce " the ' absorp- 
tion was In violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. It was found that the 
effect and purpose of the absorption 
were to monopolize tlie iron or(! .su|j- 
ply of tlie eoiintry, and generally to 
eliminate the Tenessee Company as a 
competitor of the United Stales Steel 
Corporation. 

Th fact that such a., report. -..i.wfiH 
made created . constorqatlon >sln r^. tho 
senate. It wns realized that it the 
full committee Hubsorilied to th(! 
llndings of the sub-conunittee, the 
effect would be to administer the 
severest of rebul^es to President 
Roosevelt, and praotie.'illy to direct 
the attorney-general to bring jiroceeil- 
Ing.'! against the steel corporation 
under llie Sherman law. Leaders in 
tho ."jenato make no secret of tho. fact 
that tliey are unwilling to go that far. 
Under tliese circumstances the full 
committee, wiien It meets on Monday, 
will voto to consider very carefully 
the possible e.Tect of the reprc.-t be- 
fore deciding t(j adopt it. it is con- 
seded that the dcliberationH of the 
conimitteo must extend over many 
days, and it is likely tliat action can- 
not be had at this ses.sion, 

Tho report acted upon was drafted 
by Senator.j, C^ulberson,,iautlior , of the 
resolutl^ii^i^proMiSi&g iOT 
Tho 'feport ' quotes from the Presi- 
dent's message declaring that the ab- 
sorption was necessary, ;iceording to 
the representations to him by Judge 
10. II. Gary and II. C. Kriek, on be- 
half of the steel corpor.atloii, . as a 
certain business Arm of real import- 
ance in New York circles would un- 
doubtedly fall unless the deal could 
be , made. From' the testimony of a 
number-of of wltnesse.'!, the report de- 
clares tliat the firm of Moore -& Sch~ 
Icy, stock brokers of Now York City,; 
was the one referred to by Messrs. 
Gary and Frick. This Is tlie concern 
which managed the affoir.s of a party 
of linanciers wlio bought a majority 
of tho stock of the T,enesseo Company 
and held it ,untll.,N,Qveiinber, .laOV.

The King left Pau In a motor car tor 
tho Hying ground at half-past eight 
tills morning. He was accompanied by 
the Marquis Do Viana Quinones Do 
Leon, u member of tlio cortcs, and Mr. 
Berg. An immonso crowd had gatiier- 
od in the llold. by a quarter, past, nine, 
when- his majesty arrived. 'The King 
was formally received by 'the 'mayor 
or I'au, after which there were pre- 
sented to him the "\\'rlgbt brotliers, 
Miss Wright, tlieir sister, Mme. .Berg, 
Mile. Do Lassane, tlio daughter of 
tho mayor.

Staff 
Scheme Are Given In Par- '\ 
liamentary Paper

London, Feb. 20. — Tho text of tho 
scheme for an iiiiperial general stafE 
is Issued in u. ptirllamontary paper. 
Following aro the chief points: 

1. All the forces in the empire aro to. 
be organized for war on the same 
priiieiples by a general staff, which 
must be an entity througliout tho em- 
pire. 

2. Uniformity in training olllcera 
for tho general staff to be secured by 
recognizing tho , staft . college,, at., Cam- 
borl ey . f or ■ somqi'year8i4tOiroome.i! asi'i tho 
central school - of-''' military- education 
tor tho empire, and sending Its gradu- 
ates to tho overseas dominions, with 
uniformity of ofllcers, curricula and 
examination.'^. 

3. Uniformity in carrying out staft 
duties to bo attained by encouraging 
tho graduates ot the staft college to 
undergo further training In England 
or India, and systomaticallj- intcr- 
ciianglng the imperial general staff 
oflicers throughout tlic empire.

MANY PAVING WORKS 
BEFORE CITY COUNCIL 

Civic Fathers Will Consider 
• New Schemes Tomor- 
row Night 



The city council will, tomorrow even- 
ing consider a number.' of" imporlanc 
works of local improvement in the line 
of street pavements. Alderman Tur- 
ner, chairman of the streets commit- 
tee, will Introduce- a resolution that 
tho grading, draining and jjavlng oi 
tho causeway bo proceeded with. Per- 
manent cement sidewalks will be laid 
on both sides of the roadway. This 
work has been held up owing i.o the 
fact that it was not deemed wise to 
proceed with it until the roadway, 
ceased settling. It Is .now considarc-d 
safe to proceed with this necea.iavv 
iniprnvement and work will start just 
as .soon as the weather permits. Along 
with the CausewtiyvKavoment, .work 
win also be cohim^'ced'oii the paving 
of Belleville street; ' be.tWeon Govertj- 
ment street and^Doii'glas street, and 
Humboldt street, between Government 
street and Douglas Cstr-^etV The exten- 
sion of Douglas 'jstroet, between Hum- 
bolt street andli B'ellev)lle' street will 
be graded and ifdtalnea "and wooden 
sidewalks' laid' oa'^.both i sides. As this 
tJouglas street ;trxVen8lon'X'is still set- 
tling no" pefmnhcnt~pa'Vomeht or walks 
can be laid for a year or two. 

Will Submit Bylaw 

It is likely that all tlie above works 
will be embodied in one Ijylaw to ijo 
-snliniltted to the ratepayers at an early 
date. By so doing the eity will be en- 
abled, should the bylaw pass, to borrow 
the necessary money and the city's 
iihare, ono-tliird, plus that part of tlie 
cost which will bo a,sse3sed against tho 
O. P. R., but which, under the agree- 
ment between the city and the com- 
pany the city has to assume, can. bo 
secured by tho Issiie, of debentures 'and 
Win not have to come out of general 
revenue as is the case In tho ordinary 
local Improvement bylaws, Avhore tho 
city's share comes out of the general 
revenue and debentures ,.nrq. issued to 
opver the two- thirds rjp'a^ftlilo .by the 
Owners bcnefltod. Oh' 'those' portions 
pt Belleville and ' Humboldt streets 
to bo improved permanent sidewalks 
will be laid. 

Alderman Turner will also introduce 
n. resolution to pave Wharf street, 
from Johnson street to Government 
street, with vltrillcd brlqk, the work 
to be done by contract labor, accdrd- 
ing to tho wlslies of tlie AVharf street 
owners as slgnllled to the council In 
tho petition recently presented. An- 
other paving project will be Introduced 
by Alderman Turner, that ot laying a 
pavement of wooden blocks, treated 
with creosote, on Fort street, from 
Douglas street to Blancliard street, 
thus e.xtendlng the present pavement 
easterly one block.

'i'o tlie original bill lias been adilej, 
UirKfK- tlirough tlie iiU'Iueiico of tile 
Uiadcr of the (.ijipositiuii. an ameiul- 
ment. which defines Un: causes for 
which a registrar of voters may strike 
names from the voters' list. This de- 
fining clause passed the House with 
little opposition, the real controversy 
arising over the amendment Introduc- 
ed, by the .member for Grand Forks, 
thatr tho;;nanio of a voter may not be 
removed from the list, other than at 
his own request until he has been ab- 
sent from his electoral district for the 
period of a year. 

The layman listening to the debate 
on this amendment could appreciate 
although many "lionorabic members" 
evidently did not, the grounds on 
which the government oi)i)osed this 
clause. As the act stand.s there Is no 
timi! lliuit set to the absence from a 
district which will lie siilUclenl to dls- 
franchl.si. a viHer in tliat dl.strict. That 
Is, no .statutory ilomlclle lias been de- 
fined. The governiiient mcinliers 
contended that if the amendment car- 
ried, it would liave its elTccts In tlio 
disfranchising of many A-oters who 
would not Ije affected If the original 
Villi became law. This amendment is 
Jitlll l)(>fore the committee.- and It Is 
jirobiible that .a great doal more dis- 
cussion will t.'ike place before it conies 
to a vote.

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THE PAPER INDUSTRY. 

.There was a uospatch of more than 
ordinary Interest in the Colonist yes- 
terday. It -was from New York, and 
read In part as follows: 

:A reduction In the duty on news 
print from $6 to $2 a ton, the placing 
of ground wood on the free list and 
tho establishment of a duty of one- 
twelfth of a cent per pound on me- 
chanically ground wood pulp, are tho 
, ^ recommendations of the select com- 
, mlttec on pulp and paper Investigation 
■ which made a report to tho Houso 
today. 

Tho committee recommended tho 
imposition of a duty of one-twcntleth 
Of a cent a pound on mechanical 
pulp, but suggested that this ' should 
al)ply only to countries, which place 
an export tax or duty on pulp wood. 
The object of this is to induce Canada 
to permit the free exportation of pulp 
wood. We think this recommendation 
an a whole Is of great importance to 
donada and esf)ec!ally to British Col 
umbla. It will stimulate the pnper- 
niaklng industry to a degree beyond 
what those unfamiliar with the trade 
can form any Idea oif. Owing to the 
lower price of pulp" wood In Canada, 
duo to tho fact that it can be manu- 
factured into papor in the' immediate 
ilclnity of where It is cut, tho duty of 
$3 per ton Is an almost negllblo 
quantity so far as trade with the Unit- 
ed States la concerned. Canada has 
reached that stage In respect to her 
timber resources; whlch—thoughtful- 
observcrs have long seen was ap- 
proaching In regard to other of her 
natural sources of wealth. The poo- 
I>lu of the United States, having pro- 
digally wasted what nature gave thorn, 
are now compelled to call upon us for 
auppUes. ; V 

Tho proposed penalization of me- 
chanical pulp, exported Xrom pountries 
which do not permit tho exporVof pulp 
wood, will not work any injury to 
Canada. The Impression, which the 
members of tho committee seem to 
have, Is that the pulp makers of Can- 
ada will be so desirous of exporting 
their product to the United .Stiates that 
they will not support an export tax 
upon pulp wood. But we do not think 
stich will be tho case. This is a phase 
of the subject which rests in the hands 
of the provincial guvernments. There 
is no federal leglslatlott.;! prohibiting 
the export of pulp wood or placing a 
duty upon it when exported. Sub- 
stantially all the forests, from which 
wood pulp cat! be .exported : to the 
United States- airi^ elthWjY^^ed In th o 
provinces severally:- if r;^ln~'|rie''hati^s of 
pHv.ite individuals. Whatever doubt 
there may be as to the constitutional 
right of a province to interfere with 
trade and commerce in tho products of 
granted lands upon which tho gov- 
ernment has. retained, , no royalty, 
there can be no doubt as to the right 
to define the conditions under which 
timber shall bo cut upon lands ve.sted 
in the Crown; wherefore we assume 
that each province can determine for 
itself whether pulp wood shall or shall* 
not be exported. This is probably why 
the committee, in framing- Its recom- 
mendation in regard to tiio free ad- 
mission of mechanical pulp, referred 
to tho "subdlvl.slons,pf a goyornment." 
If tho proposed • n^easure becomes 
law, wo may a-ssume that tho govern- 
ment of British Columbia will not 
-depart from its policy of promoting, as ! 
■far as It can, the mianufacturo of its 
timber within tho province, so tliat 
■pulp makers hero will have an in- 
centive to convert their, productn Into 
paj;cr.

Count Komura, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Is quoted by tho Nippon as 
Saying that in view of the antl-Japan- 
oso agitation In California the Japan- 
ese Governmient would not In' future 
dispatch emigrants to the Pacific 
coast. Japanese emigration to Mexico 
and South America has ended in fail- 
ure, as' past experlonco shows. Under 
those circumstances, tlio Toklo Gov- 
ernment would also not encourage tho 
.Tapanese einigratlon to South America 
la tuturo, AVith rogiu-rt to emigration 
to I-Iawali, there Is no space loft for 
Japanese emigrants, and for this rea- 
.son Hawaii may bo said to bo prac- 
tically shut up for Japanese emlgra- 
tlon.i;:.,Ther.e..,.aro.,some who earnestly 
advocatbj'teirnigiiltlon to South America, 
but ■|<)fflciai»' investigations rovealod tho 
fact'' that. ^ the Japanese emigration to 
Brazil proved unsuccessful, and there 
is, therefore, no hope of success In that 
direction. Tho Argentine Republic is 
promising for emigration, but us the 
general conditions of that country are 
far more advanced than In Japan, cml- 
ratlon to the Republic is out of tlie 
question. It is true that there are in 
South America , vast uncultivated 
tracts of land, b-iit these regions are 
not suited for colonization. In ' fact, 
tho various regions of Soutli America 
remain barren because of natural con- 
ditions. There is, therefore, no ne- 
cessity to send Japanese emigrants to 
those countries. In Manchuria farm- 
ing Is being carried on a largo scale, 
so that the method of farming in Ja- 
pan is not applicable to that territory. 
The demand for Japanese workmen in 
industrial circles In I\Ianeluirla Is quite 
limited. The dis]);Uch of a sniall num- 
ber of .Tapanese emlprrants to any 
foreign countr.v, cau.sliig tho latter to 
start an agitation against Japanese, is 
not considored a wise policy for this 
country. The Japanese Government, 
guided by this principle, would not en- 
courage emigration in future. 

This moans that Japan is about to 
attempt the impossible. It is going to 
endeavor to lieop within its own 
crowded borders a rapidly Increaslnj 
population, -which is slowly, but stead 
ily, learning to require more room per 
capita and, a higher standard of liv- 
ing. Wo believe the attempt will be 
made In good faith, but It is foredoom- 
ed to failure. It is easy to fasten 
down a safety-valve, but the force of 
tho deferred exploBloii will bo. only by 
so much the greater. The Kobe 
Chronicle regards , tho demand for. a 
White Australia and a White British 
Columbia as a reversion to tho policy 
of tho Middle Ages, and as so unreas- 
.onablp .Japan can .wait. .with confidence 
for if to be u\-ercoine. Wo quote: 

The old strife between nations 
which gives signs of dying out is to 
bo perpetuated by aniipathies regti- 
lated according to the color of tho 
epidermis. But It Is dililcult to be- 
lieve that such a narrow- minded pol- 
icy can survive fur loiifj the free play 
of either intellectual or economic 
forces. Tlie only remedy is tact and 
patience, and so far as .lapan is espe- 
cially affected it is satiafactbry to note : 
that both tho Government and people 
are exhibiting these ;,^qHjUltles in a 
marked degree. ' ^ : :■'

Tho Japanese states- 
men are as deeply concerned to find 
out tlio best solution of the prolilem 
as ean possibly bo. In this article wo 
propose to give extracts from vicw.s 
expressed by othcr.s, wlilch will show 
that wo are not alone in regarding tho 
Jhsuo as of the gravest moment.

Js'o regi-jtratioii, 
no vote is the", rule,; and tho fact that 
a man's name is on a list used at one 
election does not entitle iilni to vote 
at another. AVe adojjt the same sy.s- 
tem in our munlclpalltljis, where per- 
sons claim a right to' vote on the 
householder qunllncatlon. As we un- 
derstand tho matter, in the United 
States every citizen, who has resided 
In Ills precinct for a certain period be- 
fore an election, lias thf right to vote 
thereat In such precinct and not else- 
where, provided he registers. The 
system Is open to abuses In cities, 
where voters are "colonized" sonie- 
tinies In certain wards or districts, but 
as a general rule we think it works 
very satlsfactprily. 

Wo do not tiiink that tlie people of 
Canada are ready to adopt such a sys- 
tem. There would certainly bo groat 
objection if tho people of British Co- 
lumbia were required to register be- 
fore every election, and under our 
rcprosentatlvo system, 'which' conteiii- 
plates by-clections, such' a plan might I 
not work satisfactorily. it 
thercforo to bo necessary to keep to 
tile system of revision, and the effort 
of ail legislation on the subject is uii- 
doubtedly a conscientious one to deal 
fairly by every man haying alright' to 
vote. Thero has been ' corisiddralilo 
discu.sslon In the House In regard to 
striking off the names of person.s who 
liayo left a district. .Speaking In a 
generai;'^^ the wish of the govern-

While In .Europe and particularly 
In the South of France and In Italy 
carnival time has a longer duration. 

Under the rules which have been 
established by the heads of the Roman 
CtfthoUc church carnival time Includes 
the six day.s' which Immediately pre- 
cede Ash AVednesday, although the 
municipal authorities of Rome in 
whose hands the regulation of these 
matters Ilea allow a period of ten 
days. 

The uproarious spirit of abandon 
which characterizes those days of 
regret upon account of the neiyh ap- 
proach of the 40. days of self-ilenlal 
and abstinence Is ciided with tho pecu- 
liar diversion known In Rome as tho 
Moccoletti,' or tapers, which takes 
place Immediately after sunset upoii 
the evening of Shrove Tuesday, whvn 
everybody in the streets, in tin; bal- 
conies, in tho windiiw.s and in the 
carriages carries a ligliteil taper, and 
it becomes tlie object of ever.v revelUsr 
to extinguish his neighbor's taper and 
lirliiclpiilly by the Happing of hand- 
kerchiefs. 

.\11 the other features of tin' modern 
carnival are common to all tlie itailiin 
cities; but the .MaccolettI and Barberi 
diversions are exclusively conlined to 
Rome. ,■ 

This . variety of fun ends' In ' the 
burning, at midnight upon. Shrove 
Tuesday and during the opening 
moments of Lent of a collossal llgure, 
which Is -suppcscd to typify . the carn- 
ival season. 

In addition to the iiublic and out- 
door aspects of the carnival time. In 
all the theatres, masked bulls, which 
are known la X'egllonl, take iiluce. Tho 
word Veglioni Is directly derived from 
tile Latin verb vlgllarl, meaning to 
watch or • to keep awake, the word, 
veglla, w'hlch signifies ;i vigil or keep- 
in.g awake, having the same origin. 
Tho addition, however, .of, the Intonsl- 
tlvo . termInntlon,--';;;16n6;';! glyes' to this 
word tho signification " of Vtho ,1 great 
keeping awake, a festival wj»lcli, con- 
tinues almost throughout the'- i.whple : Of 
the night. And, further, ahiionis. 'all 
classes of society the carnival season 
is conHldered tho special period of the 
ytar for bjills as well as tor festivals 
of all kinds. 

Tlic Iiarb(!ri features of the carnival 
is described its follows: — At a given 
signal begins the running of tho bar- 
lierl, or riderless horses, son-ie ten of 
'whom are led to the starting point In 
tho great Piazza del Poimlo, being In 
ptirtjCuparlsonned with loosely haiig- 
iihg^vaild small spiked contrlvancos 
'wlllch' l-ianglng at their sides un; so 
arranged as to act as spurs, while 
crackers are flred at the moment of 
starting are also attached to those 
animals.

Queen City Brings Particulars 
"of 'Salvage of the' Injured' 
' • Car-Ferry Barge. . 



The steamer Queen City, which 
reached port yesterday niornliifi: after 
a stormy trip, when bound south, was 
signalled by the tug Cssar and William 
JoIIIffo standing by the beached car- 
fcrry Transfer No. 1 and put out a 
boat. It was found that there was a 
food shortage, and the Queen City 
went over all the spare provisions on 
board, and the tug Czar was to have 
come south yesterday for a further 
store_ Fifty men were at worlc trans- 
ferring the 600,000 feet of lumber from 
the Transfer to the l)lg barge Goorgia, 
which will be towed north to Prince 
Hupert by tlje tug Czar and the Wil- 
liam Jolliffe will bring tlie Tran-sfor to 
Victoria for repairs. Capi. John Rich- 
ardson, formerly chief olllcer of the 
Amur, is in charge of the Transfer. 
She sprang aloalc when in tow of tlie 
Czar and almost turned turtle before 
slie was beached at Plumper bay, Dis- 
covery passage. The barge partially 
foundered, floating off her lumber car- 
go, which was secured, and is all be- 
ing transferred. Tlie William JoMifCo 
and Maude were standing by, and on 
Thursday when the Queen City called 
at Plumper bay three big salvage 
]>un->ps had been placed on board. It 
was not expected that much difliculty 
would be had in floating tlio big barge 
and bringing her soutli for repair.s. 

Tile Queen City brought twelve pas- 
sengers, including Mrs. Martin, of 
liivor.s Inlet, and Mrs. Currle, who has 
been visiting Alert bay, and li;oo 
cases of salmon, for shipment by the 
steamer Cyclops. Dirty weather was 
encountered in Qufeii Charlotte sound 
and when passing through Malapsina 
straits on Thursday .nlglit a heavy 
gale was experienced. 

The steamer will eail north again 
tomorrow night

Capt. Newcomb, of the fishery pro 
tection cruiser Kestrel, on his return 
to Vancouver' from the north, made a 
denial of the allegations of inhuman 
Ity recently made in the Seattle Times 
on the- authority of Capt. Crockett of 
the American fishery steamer Grant. 
Capt. Newcomb said: '.'Capt. Crockett, 
of the American fishing steamer Grant 
evidently failed to explain to his em- 
ployers In Seattle all the circum- 
stances atteipdant - upon his , leaving 
Butler cove last month. Had he done 
so, they would never liave put them- 
selves in the; somewhat amusing po.sl- 
tlbn of' making charges of Inhumanity 
against me. Capt. Crockett had no 
One to blame lor his misfortunes but 
himself. On the. afternoon of Janu- 
ary 13 the Kestrel put into Butler 
Cove, Stephens Island, to pass the 
ntglit. There were also in the covn 
the cruisers Falcon and Bloatless, Can- 
adian fishing steamer Flamingo, three 
American halibut fishing boats, 
steamer Grant and the gasoline 
schooner Ida May. It was snowing 
and blowing at the time. 

"When the Kestrel cast anchor Capt. 
Freeman, of the Flamingo, and Capt. 
Crockett, of the Grant, came ahoard. 
I Invited tliem to dinner and they re- 
mained. During our conversation I In- 
formed Capt. Crockett tliat there was 
no objection to his remaining In thf 
cove while the weather was boisterous 
outside, but that soon .is it moder- 
ated ho would li.ive to jiull out. 

"On the morning of January 14 tlio 
gale had gono down and at 9 o'clocli

two vessels are worth at least $200,000. 

Tlio Goliah left San Francisco yes- 
terday. It ban generally bdan sup- 
posed that the Sea Lion was owned by 
tlio Pugct Sound company, but she 
lias beon.1 under, charter for some time. 
She will he thoroughly overhauled and 
while idle; will have, a towing maclilne,

She has one Scotch inarino 
boiler, allowing a pressure of ISO 
pounds. Her enginoii are triple expan- 
sion, 17x24x41 witli a 30-iiich stroke 
The Sea Lion Is 107 feet in length, 
22-root beam and 13 feet deep. She 
lia.s compound engines. 22i/iX40, with a 
20-lncli stroke. The Goliah can steam 
knots an hour, while tlio Sea Lion 
is able to make up to 13 knots. 

The Coliaii Is an oil burner, with a 
capacity for carrying fuel for thirty 
days.

It In a manner • gives the law, 
until displaced by other usage,' and so 
on indefinitely, with now and then a 
revival of the obsolete and forgotten. 

Hence the student should not burden 
his memory with a labyrinth of end- 
less variations, but a characteristic 
position from which tho future of the 
gamo may bo more or less forecast. 
Such should be committed to memory. 
Tho memory of "principle" indepen- 
dent of any particular series of moves 
whatevei'. 

Associated in tho mind with simi- 
lar positions In other openings it may 
become valuable material for that just 
Imagination which Is at the verv basis 
of all good chess. The particular 
series of moves may perchance never 
find expression in actual play, but tho 
"idea" of the position may recur in a 
thousand forms, to bo realized in a 
thousand different, ways.

Spokane, Wash., ' Feb. 19.— Hunting 
deer or big game with dog.s may be 
expensive sport if the bill before the 
liouso passes.

Injuro- any 
deer, antelope,; moose, elk, '.caribou ov 
mountain goat, or shall knowingly 
(permit any dog or dogs own^d by hini 
or under his control to chase, Injure 
or destroy any of tho said animals, 
shall bo guilty of a misdeameanor and 
on conviction thereof shall bo punish- 
ed by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500."

The Aerial League of the British Empire, 
Avhich has lately been formed in England, is 
making ra])id progress. 
AERIAL According to a report just 
LEAGUE issued the legal and finan- 
cial arrangements of the 
league are being put upon a very sound basis. 
As soon as funds permit it is hoped to print 
and circulate an official journal : also to open, 
or assist in the establishment of, a school or 
college of<,gjaeron^^ are 
bcing^ made'^fpi^ iec^urcs to ' IjeS giy^ri^ in all 
important centers, in order to interest the 
public in aerial flight, and to obtaiii their 
support in the work of the league. 

The purpose of the league shall be to secure 
and maintain for the Empire the same suprem- 
acy in the air as it now enjoys on the sea; to 
disseminate knowledge, and spread informa- 
tion, showing the vital i to the 
British Empire of aerial supremacy, upon 
which its commerce, communications, defence, 
and its very existence must largely depend; 
and to urge these matters upon the nation and 
upon public bodies and public men throughout 
the Empire by constitutional means. 

The league shall be absolutely distinct from 
party politics; shall not be allied to any parti- 
cular club or societ}'' connccl.cd with aeronau- 
tics; shall not favor any one type of airship or

from Colonel Denison, of Toronto, to an Eng- 
lish newspaper has started one of the live- 
liest controversies in the Canadian Press 
during recent years. Colonel Denison is gener- 
ally regarded as the leader of the Imperial 
movement in Canada, and, as the Toronto 
News puts it, "British preference, the corner- 
stone of Liberal fiscal policy, represents the 
lifelong teaching of Colonel Denison." The 
Toronto Globe attacked Colonel Denison on 
the ground that his letter is meddling in Brii-. 
ish politics. The Globe says that a protest is 
needed against the manifest impertinence of 
Canadians in interfering in the campaign of 
the protectionists aganst Great Britain's policy 
of freedom of trade for the British people. Tiic 
Toronto World retorts that, while the Globe 
is professedly, a supporter of free trade, and a 
rabid one at that, it should reconcile its sup- 
posed convictions with its slavish support of a 
protectionist Government. The World re- 
minds the Globe that Colonel Denison in his 
advocacy of preferential trade did no more 
than Was done by Sir Wilfrid Laurier at tlie 
Colonial, Conference in 1907, when he spoke 
strongly in favor of preferential trade and 
urged the expediency of the United Kingdom 
falling into line with the other self-governing 
.States. 

' The News declares that Canadians have no 
desire to interfere between the political parties;,; 
of Great Britain, and goes on to say: 

"But just as the mass of Englishmen up to 
a few years ago freely denounced the nnwi.s- 
dom of Canadians in cstal?lishing a protection- 
ist tariff, so the mass of Canadians now believe.

HE attention of parents , slipuld^. be 
directed more and more toward the 
individual development of tlieir 
children according, to their various 
tastes. In our country it is too 
often the case that any suggestions 
of departure from the regular routine pre- 
scribed, or work in addition to this, is 
frowned upon sav%in the case of music. And 
even in- the matter of music it is only within 
comparatively 'recent years that boys have 
been allowed tiiat study, since it was con- 
sidered .somewhat effeminate. 

Aside from tliis it is surely not a common 
tb.in,^' to find in tlie families of our acquain- 
tance that the children, in addition to tlicir 
regular school duties, have been allowed to 
develop their natural bent toward geology, as- 
tronomy, botany or other sciences by collecting 
eggs. We think the families in which such in- 
dividual tastes have been allowed to develop 
ar.c as rare as they are interesting. The sup- 
pression of these tastes tends naturally to les- 
.scn the number of specialists and geniuses, 
quenching the ambitions and chilling the en- 
thusiasms of children and,^den'5(;ing;itheni^^ 
source of pleasure, not only Hvliilc 'they^are 
young, but also throughout their lives. 

I was quite impressed some years since 
while visiting friends in Brooklyn with the 
variety of interests and occupations among 
the young people in that family, not only 
among the boys and among the girls as well, 
the rooms of each child giving evidence of his 
or her peculiar tastes.

A little later he had collect- 
ed hares, and birds, and rabbits, and field mice, 
and all by himself he studied anatomy and dis- 
section. His mother allowed him to have a 
small pine tree in one of the.TOqms of the 
house, upon which he had forty birds as pets.

• cuts and teachers did everything in their power 
to assist him to develop his talents. 

When Darwin was only eight years old, his 
mother gave him a cabinet in which he could 
arrange and keep the specimens which he \vas 
constantly gathering, never once suggesting 
that she could not have "a muss in his r^oom," 
or asking him why in the world he wanted 
to bring such a lot of stones and things into 
the house. 

Professor Langley, the American astrono- 
mer, had his mother's assistance when he was 
a small boy in making what he chose to call 
his telescopes out of heavy brown paper, and 



adjusting them in attic windows that he riiight 
study the stars through them. 
; He was perhaps the first';;chil4:,\yho through 
the intercession of parenfs''ani(l friends was al- 
lowed to look through the telescope at Har- 
vard, which gave him such joy as he. had never 
before experienced and stimulated his en- 
thusiasm in the study of astronomy and in- 
creased his determination to make it- his life's 

-work. -'y". ■ 

We might continue to cite instances of this 
kind where it has been most apparent that par- 
ents and teachers did much to foster the genius 
of their children. ^

the study of music, the collecting of etchings,

As British' Columbia is now grappling in 
practical fashion with the dreaded white 
plague, the. following ex- 
tract from the third in- 
terim report of the Royal 
Commission on Tuber- 
culosis will be read with interest here: 

Tuberculosis involving the udder is com- 
paratively common in cows, and in such cases 
their rnilk always contains tub^^ 
and is therefore "dangerous for'fliurnan;jbeings 
consuming it. It was, however, undecided, 
what is the danger, if any, attaching to the 
milk of tuberculous cows in Avhich the udder 
presents no evidence of disease. We therefore 
took tlic opportunity of making a number of 
observations and experiments bearing on this 
point. The experiments were made with the 
milk of cows which had contracted the disease 
in the natural way. In natural tuberculosis in 
the cow cases which show such obvious symp- 
toms of the disease as emaciation and couglx 
should be considered separately from the cases 
in which there are no such signs and in which 
the disease is to be recogni?:ed during life 
only by means of the injection of tuberculin. 
None of the cows investigated showed any 
sign of disease of the udder during life, and 
in all, -after slaughtering, the udder was care- 
fully examined- for /tuberculous lesions and 
tubercle bacilli. No 'uberculosis was found ex- 
cept in one case in -which one quarter of the 
udder showed four small nodules. These co'uldr 
not possibly have been detected during life. 
We found that the milk of the cows obviously 
suffering from tuberculosis contained tubercle 
bacilli whether the milk was obtained in the 
ordinary way or was withdrawn from the teat 
by means of a sterilized catheter. The presence 
of tubercle bacilli in the milk of cows clinically 
recognizable as tuberculous confirms the 
opinion we expressed in our second interim 
report that the milk of such cows must be; 
considered dangerous for human beings. The, 
experiments which we have carried out witli 
regard to the infectivity of the faeces of 
tuberculous cows were dictated by knowledge 
of the fact that dirt of various kinds from 
cpws and the cow-shed is almost constantlj'"

of the lungs must discharge corisiderabie'num-^ 
hers of bacilli from the air passages in the' 
act , of coughing and some of the bacilli thus' 
expelled may find their way into the milk. But 
our experiments indicate that the excrement of 
cows obviously suffering from tuberculosis of 
the lungs or alimentary canal must be regard- 
ed as much more dangerous than the matter 
discharged from the mouth or nost;-ils. We 
have found that even in.;vthej.c^^ 
slight tuberculous lesions 'tiibercle baiiilH in 
sinall numbers 'are discharged in. the faeces, 
while as regards cows clinically tuberculous 
■oiir experiments show the faeces conta'ins large 
numbers of living and virulent tubercle bacilli. 
The presence of tuberculous cows in company 
with healthy cows. in the cow-shed is there- 
fore distinctly dangerous, as some of • the 
tubercle bacilli which escape from their bodies 
in the excrement are almost certain to find

"There . are five or six or seven groups 
:'scattered over the world," went on Sir James, 
amplifying his previous words ; "all determin- 
ed to do what the}' can for the continuance 
and permanency of the Britisii Empire, and at 
the same time the system or means of com- 
"munication, the threads that unite them, are 
■not fulfilling their object." 

Difficulties would soon loom up, said the 
speaker, in the way of endeavoring to bring 
about any change in these relations. A tariff 
arrangement between the Old Country and 
Canada was one of the "enbrnipus difficulties" 
that would have to be "considered, but formid- 
able, as this and other obstacles would be found 
,to be, their serious character and momentous 
nature and results on the future of the British 
Empire rendered it desirable- that Canadians

"Should the time ever come, when the fu- 
ture relation of Canada to the Empire is up 
for consideration, and— which God forbid — 
an attempt is made from any source t;o interject 
party feeling, or it is interjected by Occident, 
such organizations' as this must ground and. 
steady men so as to make it impossible." 

In conclusion Sir James sjtid, he had the 
strongest possible belief that the ' .Canadian 
Club of Toronto, and the Clubs all through 
Canada, would be found to be permeated with

Memories of the Rebellion 

One of the most peaceful spots in all the 
west today is where Middletori's men broke 
the back of the rebellion in '85. 
' ' Batoche is drowsy and far awa5^ Grain 
ripens near the line of old rifle pits, a cable 
ferryboat operates lazily at .Fish Creek cross- 
ing, and you would never suspect that once 
upon a time "the devil was driving tin tacks" 
along these silent shores. I visited the battle- 
field a few months ago, being one of a party of 
five. ■ Batoche lies, about fifteen miles from 
Rosthern, a little town on the C.N.R. between 
Saskatoon and, Prince Albert. You might 
spend weeks in Rosthern and never hear a hint 
,of the rebellion, but then the^ new west is con- 



cerned exclusively with the present and future. 
In Saskatchewan a quarter of a century ago is 
ancient history. , . , ;.,. ■ 

The dusty trail wound across wheat-fields, 
over raw prairie, and past clumps of sad wolf 
willow. Homesteaders of alien tongue were 
met, and they looked as deliberate and con- 
tented as their oxen. Now arid then we jour- 
neyed by a. house — the walls whitewashed, the 
roof thatched, and one felt moved to stop and 
see v^hat lay beyond the threshold. At the 
foot of the righ, banks of Eish^.Creek stood a 
taciturn half-breed. He ■vva^'more.o'f a 
man than a conversationalist. On ■ the other 
side he accepted the toll with meditative mien, 
and, the .. last , J sa-yv of him he was leaning 
against the rail of the ferry and gazing out 
over the brown swirl of the Saskatchewan. 

Wc were no, longer in a prai- 
======= ric country. Northward wooded 

hills melted into the blue dis- 
tance, v/ith never a hint of set- 
tlement. The trail followed the 
river bank. It curved along, be- 
tween poplars and spruce, now 
dipping into grassy valleys, now 
mounting, to; rounded , summits, 
where through the foliage the 
shining links of the Saskatche- 
wan could be traced as it cours- 
ed into what is still a region of 
mystery, of appalling loneliness, 
and of fascination. 

I was on the battlefield ere I 
knew it. I didn't expect to find 
a house on what had once been 
a firing line. A companion, how- 
ever, drew rein before a weather- 
beaten little structure — half 
shack and half cottage — and 
proclaimed that we. had arrived 
on the ground :;Wl«re|jtwen 
three years ago thousancls^of men 
were doing their best to kill one 
another. 
■ A half-breed woman stood in 
the doorway, her face crinkled 
into what looked like a smile of 
welcome. She was old and bow- 
ed, and a red 'kerchief covered 
her venerable head. Her smile 
expanded and she said something 
we could not unclerstand. She 
stretched forth her hands,' as if 
imploring us to recognize her 
hospitality;"'. -

.'!Ya, Batoche,- Batoche," and 
she nodded vehemently. 

Hitching the horses we in- 
vestigatei'-a- small ^wheatfield in 
the rear of the house. Beyond 
the field were patches of wood, 
then open .spaces, and another 
fringe of trees. We were wan- 
dering more or less aimlessly 
about — truth to tell, wc did not 
expect to meet the shades of 
Dumont or Riel-^when we noted 
a circular dfcpressioh in the 
ground, it .was the'ifirst^f 
many. They -ivere thedqiiifTiile 
pits and the line zigzagged 
through the brush. It was dif- 
ficult to associate with such a 
place scenes of sudden death, 
big odds and agony. All about 
us were quiet fields. At our el- 
bows, so to speak, was the home 
of a kindly old woman, and on 
the surrounding boughs birds 
fluttered and twittered. Yet on 
this very soil men had writhed 
and died, from these pits leaden 
messengers had sped, and across 
this area volunteers had charged. 

We drove on, A Catholic 
church, a mile or so beyond, .was 
the next' building, and near a. se- 
cluded little cemetery: a i^white- 
haired priest ■vvas_erig4ged in gar- 
dening.

Ity ^oin^p-ctlvetsiji^^^^^^ To Illustrate: 

There Is ■no'dlfCer'ence In size, between a drop 

of water and the ocean, that is, regarding both as 
water. There are substances mixed with tho ocean 
which are not found In every drop of water, uut a 
particle of water, no matter how minute, is absolutely 
complete In Itself and It Is -without any Inherent ac- 
tive qualities. If we break off a piece of rock from a 
ledgp, and reduce It to a fine powder, each minute 
particlb Is complete In itself. We may have separated 
It Into Its Icons^^^ 1£ It Is a composite, roclt, 

■but all the;;pSrl;s''ar.elJ 

has been lost/' But if " we take a jelly-flsh'' and break 
it up, wo have not many jelly-lishes, but no jelly-fish. 
If wo tnke a tlowcr and tear It to shreds, wo have 
not several (lowers, but no flower. It Is true that 
there are animals and plants which may be subdivid- 
ed without losing their vitality. A familiar exainplo 
Is tho common earthworm; but oven' In respect to 
these there Is a limit to the subdivision possible with- 
out extinguishing the vital principle. 

This essential quality is superior In a certain de- 
gree to wliat are called the laws of matter. Tlie lift- 
ing power of vegetation Is well-known. Not only does 
a living plant lift inert matter in defiance of tho laws 
of gravity, but it can lift relatively heavy objects 
which rest upon it. We all know that the growth of 
vegetatio'nHwin .crack pt^^^ even raise heavy 

touIldIngs7!'^l;L^^ '^eh'ables : our tall fir trees to carry 
.^mblsture-'iirom^ twigs; kill 

'i;lthe}^ttee,'}^an^^^^ laws of inanimate|^riature will only 
raise the iriolsture a few Inches from the ground. This 
essential quality escapes identification as completely 
as does tho attraction of gravitation. Wo only know 
It Is because we know It nwist be In order to account 
lor things which we know exist. To show that it 
escapes identification It is only necessarj' to say that 
no examination can toll why one seed will germinate 
and' anothpr will not. . It may, be possible for an ox- 
.pert to tell, within certain limits. If a specific seed Is 
ifertlle: but he cannot tell why It Is fertile. The es- 
sential quality ot life eludes detection. And yet we 
know that there is a "hiding of power" In tho base 
of tho leaves of a fir-cone which renders possible the 
rearing of a mighty tree, in wliose up-building the 
lorces of inanimate nature are defied and made sub- 
servient. The Individual jelly-fish Is an entity; so is 
the fir tree; so Is the lichen, clinging closely to the 
rock; so is -man, who examines and studies, [hem all, 
and endeavors to discover -wherein M'!i^iiii'^i^i^^^tyvo 
different from the rocks, the metals, the air and' the 
waters' of tho sea. 

Is there any difference between this essential qual- 
ity as exemplified In the various form of living 
things? Is there a vegetable life and an animal' lite?. ;i. 
Is there a difference between human life and'.'other'." 
Jlfe?. These questions are , hard to answer!' It- we take 
what are called the lowest forms of animal and vege- 
table' lite, It Is often. exceedingly difficult to distin- 
guish between them. There are some living organ- 
isms which cannot be definitely assigned either to 
the animal or vegetable kingdom. It may be that the 
■essential quality, which we call life, is Identical 
In both kingdoms. Spencer, and many otlicr philoso- 
phers, have suggested that this quality may be In- 
"herent In matter, and It we accept the) theory ot evo- 
lution in Its entirety, \ve must suppose?: tliat In' the 
original chpos, from which the worlds'. were evolved, 
there was present this quality,- which In tlie ^process 
of time was segregated from' the mass and centred In 
one or' more specltio particles of matter. Let us in 
Imagination go back to the time when tho first land 
appeared above the waters and the first living thing, 
animal or plant or whatever It might have been, ap- 
peared. If life was inherent in matter there must of 
necessity have been at one. time tho first living thing. 
Now, itj we accept this theory, we are driven to ac- 
cept one of two conclusions. Either In tWs first one 
living thing all the essential vitalizing quality was 
concentrated, or else only a minute portion of It was 
there concentrated, and tliu remainder was available 
and some oC It mu,st now be available for the creation 
of new organisms. Tlio evohitloniat seems forced to 
accept tho first of those alternatives and concede that 
Irom this primeval organism, which did little moro 
than live, everything that has life has come. Tho 
]|sUter..ajterna^ the theor>-, which Spen- 

jg&^tHougrhtii to be tenable, namely that 

life wis' Inherent in matter. 

If the first alternative Is accepted, then we are all 
descendants, in a sonso, of the primeval plant or 
animal, which uncounted centuries ago clung to tho 
sides of the Laurentlan rocks, while yet the ocean was 
warm with the heat of a slowly cooling world. The 
vital spark which scarcely nickered In that humble 
organism has grown in power and greatness and has 
proved sufficient to cover the earth and store the sea 
with countless forms of life during countless cen- 
turies. If this Is so, life is capable of indefinite expan- 
sion, and If It Is capable of indefinite expansion it 
onust bo omnipotent. To, claim that matter possesses 
the quality of: omnipotence seems a contradiction in 
terms. Hence we seemed forced to the conclusion 
that life is not an. Inherent quality of matter, but la 
derived froni a source external to It. If we accept the 
second alternative, and assume that tho primeval or- 
ganism only aH.simllate.'l a minute particle of the es- 
nential quality of life, such of the remainder as has 
aiot been since assimilated must await assimilation, 
and as its existence, when assimilated, cannot be de- 
tected, as wo have seen In the case of. seeds, so ;>ve 
■have no right to assume that it is a propi^rtyjjofiirtiat- 
tor any more than we have tho right to assume that! 
the attraction of gravitation Is a property of matter. 
If we are mirroundod with unassimlliitcd vitalizing 
energy, which is capable of dominating all thing.?, 
given time enough for its operation, then thl.i quality 
Is botli omnipotent and omnipresent. 

The marvellous manner In which this vitalizing 
quality adapts Itself to all environments needs no elab- 
oration. It It is self-acting, that Is 'it in adapting It- 
self to all possible conditions, It Is Infiuenced by no 
power external to Itself, It possesses a quality which 
cannot 1)0 distinguished from omniscience. Therefore, 
if life, that Is tho essential quality of active Individual 
existence. Is omnipotent, omnipresent and omniscient, 
and operates by reason of its own Inherent energy. It 
fulfills tho definition of the divine, fexcept so far as 
;the spiritual side ot the Universe is concerned. The 
argument made ■abpVe;j,,talce8';no,;aco<mnt of the per- 
sonal side of Uvlnff'^tf^eatiir^^^^^^ of their exis- 
tence as Individuals'. '•The suggDstioh of this article Is 
that physical life, when closely analyzed, scoma to 
render absolutely necessary tho hypothesis that there 
Is external to and Independent of matter a power 
which possesses the throe attributes claimed tor divin- 
ity, namely, omnipotence, omnipresence and omnl- 
sclcnco. At this point It seems as If argument miist 
stop, because It can g'^ no further. Mankind is as un- 
able now, as In tho days of Job, by searching to find 
but God, but perhaps what I? said above may lead 
Bome to realize ihat the Ualyerse Is Inexplicable upon 



any other theory than .what one of tho writers of tho 
last century rejected with contempt as "tho hypotlie- 
sls of a Creator." If any reader, who has followed 
■this argument so far, will turn to Job xxxvlll, and 
.read frgm the beginning of that chapter to the closo 
■ oC the Gth verse of chapter ' xlll, ho will llnd tho 
thought above expressed brought by vivid references 
-to natural Dhenomona, and oxurcasod in laniruacc 
.which has no equal in all literature for strength ant! 
beauty. ■ The arguments of these chapters Is not 
philosophical, but rather a confutation from natural 
phenomena of the principles of an atheistic philos- 
opliy. . 

THRASYMENE^ AND^fCANNAE 

When tho Romans ' extended' their ' sway < over 
.Southern Itiilv thoy came Into conlllct with tho 
Carthaginians, who had colonies there, and had taken 
possession of Sicily, rnia was in :;0-i' B.u., and tuc 
war known as the First Punic War arose which 
lasted until 2<1 B.C., when tho Romans gained so 
complete a naval victory that the Carthaginians not 

• only •' abandoned Italy, but siirrendered Slqlly /f and 
also the islands of Sardinia and Corsica,' wliich they 
had possessed for more than three hundred years. 
This defeat rankled in tho breast of the Carthagin- 
ians, and even tho great success which' attended 
their expeditions to Spain proved no coini)cnsatlon. 
The operations in Spain wore conducted by ilanillcar, 
who must not bo confused with tho other Hamllcar 
who suffered tho terrible defeat at the hands ot tho 
Sicilians at Hlmera, at tho time of the great naval 
fight at Salamls. Ilamtlcar's hatred of -Rome'. : was 
such that he caused his son Hannibal to swear upon 
the altar of Moloch that ho would never rest imtll 
ho had overthrown tho Italian city. In 211 11. C, 
Hannibal, thou twenty-one years of ago, resolved to 
begin the mission to which his fatlior had consecrat- 
ed him. The death of Hasdrubal left him in command 
of tho forces in New Carthage, now Cartagenai' In . 
Spain, and he lost no. time in preparing for ati, In- 
vasion of Itjajj5:'and/^^ The great- 
ness of his plans'' will be realized when wo recall 
that he contemplated a mnrcli northward througli 
Spain, wlicro ills advance would be contested by ho.s- 
tlle tril)os, across tho Pyrenees into- Gaul, a detour 
north to avoid the Roman forces at what is now 
Marseilles, the crossing of the groat river Loire, tho 
crossing of, the .Alps, the overthrow of the Roman 
forces i l5j-t?Iortherr( ;;:Ital jr; and'^the.-.crossSng ~;pf . tU^^^^^^ - 
ponlnes^■y It-'Avasfa;^^ 'rifdasurc 
ot success whicli 'attended, it -places Hannibal In the 
foremost rank of military leaders. Ho loft Now 
Carthage In 218 BlC, with 90,000 Infantry and 20,000 
cavalry, besides a great many elephants and other 
animal,s for transport purposes. He fouglit his way 
northward, always successful, and yet making great 
losses, and finding himself compelled to leave gar- 
risons behind to hold the conquests that he had made. 
In that way his ami y was greatly reduced, and al- 
though his progress through Gaul 'was unopposed, 
ho arrived- at the toot of the Alps with only 20,000 
men. It Is not certain by what route ho crossed 
these mountains, some investigators claiming the evi- 
dence to be in favor of the Ccnls pass and others 
holding for the little St. Bernard. The .story of this 
wonderful feat is preserved only in Roman annals. 
Tho Carthaginian, account _of, . it has not been pre- 
served.'.; 'Vyhat'foilo^^ 

• Ayrote. In,; tho iflrstVcenturyiafter- Chrlst;i\: 

. "• The rsceno presented' 'by' 'thb^^^m 
-tViat might have well daunted' the most coiira^eoi^s 
leader. "The snows almost mingling with the skies, 
the shapeless huts on the clllts, the cattle and beasts 
of burden wltliored by the cold, the men unshorn and 
wildly dressed, all things, animate and inanimate, 
stlftened by frost" made up a combination that was 
full of terror to the soldiers from more favored lands. 
The mountaineers hovered on the flank of the enemy 
"occasioning .great fright and havoc." Befdre such': 
tremendous obstacles Hannibal paused, but learning 
that the- mountaineers only guarded the pass during 
the day, he sent an advance guard during tho night 
to take possession of all the vantage points, and the 
following day advanced with his whole army. The 
mountaineers were, hou;evcr, undismayed at tho 
strategy of the Carthaginians, and made a fleroo at- 
tack upon them, and , "pcassioncd a groat loss both; of 
men and baggage of every description, - ahd'ias-- the 
pass on both sides was broken and' precipitous this 
tumult threw many down to an Immense depth, 
some even of the armed men; but the boasts of bur- 
den with their loads were rolled down like the fall 
of some vast fabric." Xevertholtiss Hannibal iircsscd 
onward and reached a beautiful valley wlierc there 
was an aljiinilanco of. grass and corn, and here he 
rested for three days.. When the advance was re- 
sumed the whole army -was well-nigh destroyed by 
a sudden attack of the mountaineers in a narrow de- 
file, and, apparently. If it had not been for the terror 
inspired by the elephants, wlilch fonnod the van- 
guard, the expedition might have ended then and 
there. , After a dreary march "through trackles.s 
places" on the ninth day the suiiirnlt of tho Aljis v.'as 
reached, where a halt of two days was made amid a 
terrific snow storm. "Languor and despair were on 
; air faces," but Hannlbai;> rising, to the emergency, as- 
sembled his men ,oi^:i'?an";-'ehijnonbe, and pointing olit 
to.t'liem the plainjs,. of, Italy In the distance' told them 
that they Had surniounted not .only the ramparts of 
Italy but those of "Rome Itself, and then gave the 
order to descend. • 

The Carthaginian gonc-ral c-xpi.-ctotl that the de- 
scent would bo much less difficult than the ascent, 
but In this ho was mistaken, for the road was very 
precipitous and narrow. "Thoy then caine to a rock 
much more narrow and formed of such perpendicular 
ledges that a light-armed soldier, carefully mt-Jdng 
the attempt, and clinging with his hands to the 
bushes and roots around, could with difficulty lower 
himBoIt down. The ground, even before very steep 
by nature, had been broken by a recent falling away 
of ^■thei. earth Into ai; precipice of nearly a. thousand 
feet 'In " depth. Here 'when tho cavalry had halted, as 
if ;ati,tiiev'qnd .o^ .their journey. It is announced to 
HannlbajjjHvbnderlng^xyh.ait pb the march, that 

the rock was 'impa'ssible." 

Efforts wcro made to find a path around this 
precipice, but to no avail. The snow was deep and 
beneath it was a layer of Ice through which tho 
animals broke, and many of tliein wore held there 
as If In a trap. l''aillng to llnd a way out, camp was 
pitched, and Hannibal resorted to an . expedient tho 
account of which has- been a subject of much specu- 
latlon ever since. "The soldiers holng then act to 
make a way down the cliff, by which aJono a pass- 
age could be expected, and It l)t!lng necessary that 
thoy should cut through tho rocks, having felled and 
lopped a great number of largo trees which grew 
around,' they made a huge pile of large timber; and as 
soon as a' strong wind, fit for exciting the fiames, 
arose, thoy ; 8'e{;|flro7v,t'o'; it, and pourlpg. vlnpgori upbn 
the heated ' stones,' ' they render them "soft ' aiid 
crumbling. They then open a road through tho In- 
candescent rock witli iron tools and , reduco tho 
grades to moderate windings, so that not only tho 
draft animals but tho elephants can also bo brought 
down." Four days were needed to overcome this 
obstruction, and tho animals nearly perished for 
lack of food, but thereafter the ro^ite was easy amid 
grassy knolls and fertile fields. Thus was 'accomplish- 
ed what was undoubtedly one ot tho most astounding 
feats ever attempted by nu army. The story of the 
battles of Thrasymene and Cannae, wlilch followed 
this, wonderful Invasion, must be reserved until next 
Sunday,

THE MEXICANS 

I, The Aztecs. II. The Tercucans. 

It Is dimoult to perceive In the Jlexican of today 
the characteristics that made his ancestors great. Tho 
lofty bearing, tho conscious pride that fired tho caglg 
eve,- the tameless strength that gave grace to the 
limbs of thoso old-tlnio Aztec ancestors are gone. In 
tho place of those qualities that distinguished the 
early Mexicans we now sec In the handful of native 
pcoi)lo, a disposition conipariitlvoly doclU', all prkle 
of race goiio, and In Its stead a humble readiness to 
accept what little has been left to them from what 
once was all their own. They are a conquered and a 
dying race, , 

And yet only a tew hundred years' ago there existed 
Iti -that ■.wonderfulvcpuntry of varied cllmo and scene 
anil>;marvelpusv^^^^^^ a civilization that has , 

been' ilkerie'd' to ''tfia't 'of the ISgyptlans at the time' 
of the building of tho pyramids, or that which m.arkod 
by its enlightenment the reign of Alfred tlie Great of 
England. It seems liicrediblu to us that the native 
American Indians could be capable of even appreciat- 
ing tlio arts and rolliicments consequent upon all civ- 
ilized effort. But to read that thoy not only enjoyed 
the fruits of enlightenment, but wore the originators 
of their own wonderful system of laws, relating to 
politics and morality, tho architects of their own jjal- 
aces, the self-taught cultivators of the soil, ex)3ort 
minors and mineralogists, In short a race full of am- 
bition and hope and wonderful capabilities, mental, 
moral and physical, Is almost past our belief. 

Just what was the origin of tho primitive people 
who Inhabited Mexico would bo -Impossible to say. 
Some chroniclers tell us that they migrated In the first 
place from the coast of •■.Asia,, and ^ there ,- have been 
historians who. claim thatl^tiieyjijwe^^ 
of the lost tribes of Israel. " 'Gobldgists ' ass w 
long before the time ot the Aztecs, there flourlHlitd a 
race in this country quite as advanced in civilization 
as tho later tribes, a race that' fulfilled Its destiny 
and died out, leaving only faint traces behind in geo- 
logical and architectural remains. But according to 
tho hieroglyphic records, the picture-writing of tho 
Aztecs themselves,- they migrated from some place 
far northwards, a place for which they havo no name 
and at a time the exact date of which has been for- 
gotten; ; Authentic history dates from the year 64S, 
A.D. when the Toltecs '.arrived In Mexico, and farther 
back than this wc fiiul oursi-lvoH in the realm of un- 
certainty. Tho Toltoca remained in tho country for 
four hundred years after which time they completely 
disappeared. Old legends credit this mysterious van- 
ishing to sujaernatural agency, but history tolls us 
that the Toltecs were killed oft by pestilence, famine 
and unsuccessful wars, »•-'', 

It was towards the" beginning of the 13th century 
that the Aztecs and Tczcucans apiioared. The story 
of tho founding of .Mexico is as follows. Tho now 
■tribes had passed many months in wandering over 
the country and had met with many and fearful ad- 
ventures, continually being forced to shift their quar-^ 
ters from one spot to another. Finally halting one day ' 
on the borders of tho prlnclpal'Mako they beheld an 
auspicious omen. An eagle fiylrig ln from tho sea, 
pojsed himself lipon the' stem of a prickly pea?- In 
front of tho assembled people, spreading his broad 
wings and looking down upon them while he licld 
a writhing serpent In his talon.s. Tho Aztecs decided 
at onco that the spot Indicated by tho alighting of 
the eagle should be the site of their future city of 
Jii the fing of the Alexlcan republic today 
'may,be seen the device of thc'serpent and the cactus, 
commemorating the old legend. 

Thbro.ls)no more interesting reading in history 
than the'story of tho early civilization of Mexico and 
Peru. Our Imaginations arc dazzled by gorgeous de- 
scriptions of cities and palaces, in the decoration oC 
which gold and silver and the most precious jowola ' 
played an Important part: , -In, the courts of the kings 
and In tho temples of the.' priests were wonderful 
hangings of tapestries made from the hairs of differ- 
ent animals: woven togetlier with rings of gold, and 
canopies composed of thd'brllllant plumage of tropic- 
al birds emblazoned with hundreds of rare stones. 
The king's thrones were of pure gold ornamented 
with marvelous carvings. Tho wisdom dL-jplayed in 
the laws of these people is truly astonishing to us, 
who havo learned to look with (i contempt, that Is 
perhaps unfair upon tho American -Indians. 'When 
wo take everything Into consIder^tionJ-SKeSllfe led by 
tho Aztecs was very moral. Deatli^'was m.ade tho 
punhdiment for nearly every serious offence, oven in- 
temperance among the young bring vIsl'Lcd with this 
penalty as were likewise thieving, adultery, and mur- 
der. lIarrlage.,aijnong them was a very, solemn insti- 
tution and-'diybrce' djfncult, to obtain;- 

The women were said by the Spaniards to be very 
pretty, with wonderful dark eyes. They wore strlng.s 
of Jewels and wreaths of flowers In their long dark 
hair. Little seems to have been expected of them 
by their husband.s except to look their best at all 
times, and to employ their spare hours In the occupa- 
tions of spinning or. embroidery. On tho occasions 
of»any social entertainment they always took a prom- 
inent part, and vied with one another In tho splendour 
and costliness of these functions. The banqueting 
halls at such times were strpwn with (lowers, and 
scented with the rarest perfumes, while tho tables at 
which tho guest.s sat were laden witli dishes of silver 
and gold, linely chased, and s|)oons and other utensils 
of tortolscsliell. They used cotton napkins and i)er- 
funiod ablutions before and after tho meal. Tho 
viands were many and varied, turkey being a favorite 
dish and vegetables ot every kind. They drank a 
sort of chocolate flavored with 'vanilla, and after the 
conclusion of the banquet the' young people danced 
to the music ot various Instruments and tlioir own 
plaintive chanting. AVhen tho ontertalnmont came to 
an end gifts were distrlliiited among tho guests. 

Tho Aztec religion ccmslsted ot the wor.shlji of a 
Sui)reme Being, and numerous lesser gods. Thoy ad- 
dressed the Creator In much the same terms as we 
employ In our prayers today. "The' God by whom wo 
live," "Omnipresent, that knowoth all thoughts, tliat 
glvpth all gifts." "Invisible, incoriioreal, ono God ot 
perfect perfection and purity." "Under whoso wings 
wo llnd repose and a sure dofi;-nce." The country was 
covered with templo.s devotod io tlio worship of tho 
lesser deities, but they did not consider any building 
that they might make of sulllcicnt merit to bo used 
as a temple to the Supremo God. The Azteca in nam- 
ing their children sprinkled their foreheads and bos- 
oms with water praying that "tho Lord would per- 
mit tho holy drops to wa«h away tho sin that was 
given to tho Infant at the foinidatlon of the world so 
that the child might lie born anow." 

Agriculture with tho .-Vztecs was in an advanced 
state. The ground was irrigated by canals, and there 
were very severe pcnaltios Imiiosed for cutting away 
the timber. Every available bit of land was culti- 
vated, and fruits and- vegetables grow in abundance, 
but tho "miracle of nature" was tho groat Mexican 
aloe, or maguey, whoso clustering pyramids of flowers 
were seen sprinkled over many an aero ot the table- 
lands. Paper was made from Its leaves, a fermented 
liquor, ot Its juice. Its loaves were used as a thatch 
<or tho poorer dwcIUnEs. Materials coarse And line 



were manufactured from Its fibres, pins and ncodlos 
from Its thorns, and Its roots converted Into many 
an edible dish. 

All Indigenous plants and flowers the Aztecs had 
systematically catalogued and specimens ot each 
placed In nurseries that experts might the bettor 
study their habits and varieties. Not only wore they 
familiar with the vegetable products of the country, 
but thoy were thoroughly acquainted with tho natural 
resources of the kingdom. They mined for silver, 
lead, tin, copper and gold, and manufactured from 
tin and copp.er a sort 'of bronze which they converted 
Into knives for carving. 

They were remarkably clever at sculpture, and tho 
foundation of the cathedral In tho great square of 
Mexico Is said to bo composed entirely of c'arvon 
images.. Indeed every, excavation made in this part 
of the country 'brings 'to light these ancient works of 
art. ''■'■■,■:■ 

"In short," writes Prescott, "the Aztec, character 
was perfectly original and unique. . It was made up 
of Incpngrultles',apji)ajren^ It blended 

Into t|'noElh'e-:m different nations, 

not only of the same 'pihaso' of civilization, but as tar 
removed from one another as the extremes of bar- 
barism and refinement. It may find a fitting par.allel 
In their own wonderful climate, capable of producing 
on -a few square leagues ot surface, the boundless 
variety ot vegetable forms which belong to the frozen 
regions of tho north, tho temperate zono of Europe 
and tho burning skies of Arabia and Hindustan."

A frilling of woll- 
flavoured scrambled egg, the- Inside of the roll having 
been previously spread with potted ham Is very nice, 
and you can also spread the inside of the roll thickly 
with potted anchovy and fill with shred lottuge^ipr'j 
cress. One can go on like this, ad infinitum, it'"ls"'sb ' 
easy to think of nice stuffing for these rolls, one more 
I might mention Is also very good. Take some 
prawns, take off the heads and tails and skin them, 
then mince very finely and mix with Well-flavored 
mayonnaise sauce; mix witli these some finely chop- 
ped endive, or if this is unobtainable use ordinary 
lettuce, and fill the rolls with this mixture. Serve 
In silver dishes on lace papers and garnlsli with pars- 
ley and cress. 

The compote of fruit In the first menu is always 
a popular dish and may bo made as follows; — -Slice 
six bananas with a silver knife and divide four or- 
anges and four Japanese oranges Into section's free

■ Tho fashionable melon cantalupe; melon cut open 
iand served with, powdered ginger, cSQuld also be added 
to the buffet menu, and would be probably much ap- 
preciated. 

Regarding tho liquors, I forgot to give one which 
should ■ certainly find a place on the menu, that is 
Barlej' AVater, this refreshing beverage would go well 
with the lemonade for those who do not care to take 
Intoxicating liquors. ' 

The claret-cup should be good and nice and strong, 
while of course it unnecessary to say that the Hock, 
In the first menu, and the Champagne In the second, 
should bo the very best. Sparkling Hock and Spark- 
ling Burgundy are also very suitable, especially wiiero 
Champagne does not find a place on the menu. 

I hope these menus may be of some use to those 
who anticipate giving any entertainment during the 
next two days which are left to us before tho com- 
mencement of Lent or after the season begins anew 
at Eastertide.

minded they are apt to become, how Ignorant, and 
how unappreclative . of the humc-r which is to bo r 
seen by the observer, in. the. dullest routine of every- 
day life. . ' .

It Is impossible to put back the 
clock. Sliced is relative, and wlien we are all travel- 
ling by motors no one Is going fast. But without at- 
tempting the Impossible,, as regards pliyslcs, one may 
well endeavor to fight against the .temptation of b(!- 
Ing meanlnglossly Impatient. Tho important point, 
after all, is not to travel to a place quickly, but to 
do something that Is worth while when .vou are there. 

It Is very tempting to be told of short cuts to 
learning, to the solution of perplexing social prob- 
lems, to success in art, but wliat if following them 
means degeneration? You "ciin now reach tho toj) of 
the Rigl by a liglit railway, but to take advantage 
of it does not make you an expert mountaineer!

^ Calls are usually paid between the hours of 3 and 
5, (that la to say formal calls). There Is nothing like 
so. much calling dene In these days as was the case 
10 years or so ago. Calls are chiefly connned to 
first, calls, and calls on "At Homo", days, and to cards 
left after partlea.'. In tho country and In small towns 
far more calling la dono than in London, and It Is 
also less •formal and more In tho nature of a genuine 
visit; First calls in London are often nothing more 
than a card left at tho door, the hostess not being 
asked for, but this custom Is not liked in country 
towns, where It very often gives offence.' In London, 
however. It is often done, especially In tho season, 
_.,C.a!l8.so,.jmade should be returned in like- manner and 
n;5oi>:Mits-'6hould be told to note When > the card Is so 
left and tell the mistress. 

Other occasions when cards are loft without the 
hostess being a.skcd for are after evening parties, af- 
ter a wedding reception and largo dinner . parties. 
Many people omit this courtesy now-a-days. and,- .of 
course, it need not be ob's'ervod after luncheons or 
small dinner parlies. 

Ladles, cf- course, never return the calls of their 
men friends, except by showing them some hospital- 
ity. The call of an ambassador would, however, be 
returned, and ladies attending parties at^ tho iTouse 
of a bachelor would leave cards In the usual way. 
If the caller Is a man of pc-.^ltlon, and has called on 
a husband and wife, the husband can return tho call, 
and this applies also to a clergyman's call, though 
the latter, wiien he calls witliout his wife, is only 
paying a parochial call, and therefore It need not bo 
returned, even by the husband; the wife, of course, 
would not return it.- A point which seems often to 
prove a puzzling one Is tho ineanlng of the turned- 
down corner of a card. This is a somewhat old- 
fashioned habit, and Implies tliat the call .has boon 
paid personally. Sometimes, too, u is down -where 
there are several ladles In tho family, and means the 
card Is left on all of them. 

P. P. C. cards, cards of sympathy or congratula- 
tion, or kind eniiuirles, and cards with the date of a 
party or day at home, in all cf wliich cases visiting 
cards are used, mn,y be sent by post; also change of 
address cards. P. P, C. cards are only sent when 
the sender Is leaving the neighborhood, either alto- 
gether or for a Icnfj period; In the latter case It is 
usual to '.-/rite "P. P. C. for six months," or "till Oc- 
tober," but it Is entirely a matter of choice whether 
one takes this trouble to Inform one's acquaintances 
of one's movements. 

Cards of sympathy or congratulation are returned 
In like manner, with a visiting card, on which Is 
written, "With many thanks for kind sympathy." It 
Is not usual to have formal printed cards for tho-so 
occasions, though one still sees them somewhere. 



- MODERN-DAY READING 

A new era seems to have arrived In ■\vhlcli every- 
body reads, but no one Is literary, and few indeed 
have any love for books. No longer aro they treas- 
ured as they \ised to bo, made companions of and 
read and re-read till they are known almcat by heart. 
Magazines In gaudy covers, lie aboiit the tables, and 
wceldy papers on every conceivable subject collect 
in corner.s, and are torn ;ip when done with, or sent 
away to Scamen'.s missions. Nobody cares enough 
for them to have them bound to keep, and ton to one 
they are not worth It. In how many of tho houses 
wo enter today can wo find anything that can really 
be called a library? Tho .so-called library Is gener- 
ally the man's "den," where ho keeps account books 
and tobacco, and perhap.s one or two books of refer- 
ence, as riry-'as-dust, with no reading whatever In 
them, and one or two books of another kind not 
quite so dry! But that is all. It is not being a 
book-lover to haul stacks of books from the library 
every month, glance through them, and then get rid 
of them. How alight the Impression they make! Tho 
very nanics of tho characters efface themselves Im- 
mediately. Nor do we over get on really affectionate 
terms with library books. The poor things get scant 
consideration. They are left out in tho garden, have 
teacups -stood upon tlioni (leaving a nasty Uttlo ring 
on the cover) or are held over the fire till warped. 
"What does It matter, it's only an old library book," 
Never mind how you trout It. Lending libraries are 
popular and convenient and have much to answer for. 
Nothing can make up to ti growing family of, girls 
and boys for the want of books that-i-eally belong to 
tho house. What Is the gootl to a- child ot books that 
disappear Just as ho is beginning to got Interested in 
' them? 



MODERN DAY SAINTS 

The making of "sane-saints" has recently been de- 
scribed as. one of tho alms of modern educators, and 
there Is a great deal in it. The building up of a 
sound mind in a sound body, however.

The habit of obedience Is mcistjlinpjprtant, 
and should be firmly established by the tlmS";the Child 
Is a vcar old. Then tho little child Is at least on the 
road "to sanity. Salntship Is a good many steps fur- 
ther on, but good habits firmly, and so permanently, - 
ingrained In a child's iConsUtutlpn^l^^^^

The difference between right, .andvvyrrong. and the 

^sequence between cause and efCeot' must be shown in 

Hhjsfearliest years, and the Who wing,' calls: for a vast 
amount 'of patleiibe. You cannot teach these things 
once for all: they must be riibbed in, little byHlttle 
over arid over again, unce^alngly and untiringly. Roat 
and ease simply do not ; exist for the consclentloua 
mother, or' whoever la in her place; but when a child 
Is obedient and has healthy instincts it gives far; less . 
trouble to those who have charge of it than when it ' 
has been allowed to do as It pleases. 4-nyone. who 
has studied tho -ways of the child of the period In 
any class of life knows that the primary distinctions 
between right and wrong and between truth and 
falsehood aro very hazy indeed. They aro not enough 
Insisted upOii Oi^ Liiu^ht as the foundation of all else 
and children do not develop them naturally any more 
than they discriminate biitweun their right and left 
hands. 

The trend of modern education Is towards tho 
acquisition of knowledge: the equally desirable ac- 
tiulsitlon of self-control Is not taught, nor would It 
help to the obtaining of any government grant if It 
were. That kind of teaching depends upon the lovo 
and kindness of tho teacher but there aro no certi- 
ficates for it. 

"Greater. Is he that ruleth his spirit than he that 
taketh a city" is an observation that should be framed 
in letters of gold and hung, in a prominent position. 
In ever.v nursery and schoolroom; It Is needed both 
by the elders and the youngsters. Tho attainment of 
even tho three Rs should be subordinated to it. It 
doesn't matter Avhether Jack or Jenny gains the top of 
the class; but it does matter that thoy should bo 
steady and iialnstaiclng and do their best. 

Sane-Saints need not bo prigs; Indeed tho Saints 
were never prigs in any sense of tho word; and they 
will not bo unless injudiciously praised either at 
school or at homo. However much they assimilate 
or loarn tho attitude to be assumed is that they have 
done their duty, nothing more, and only what wo ex- 
pect.,of!,them.. Of course they must not be dl.scour- 
agedt,;a'fll.ttle'i'roal praise, a little gratitude, as It were, 
gp6s;;;such; a' long way and gives so much encour- 
agement. . ., , „ „ „ .; 

These counsels may be regarded as':;courisels of 
perfection, but they are sound, and. If ;cari-lea out by 
those who are themselves sane and have respect for 
Salntship, something will have been done towards 
the right thinking and right acting of the rising gen- 
eration. Imitation Is the sincerest flattery, and it 
each unit Influences another unit- by example, and 
perhaps more than one, a good deal will be obtained 
in tho course of time. 

'J'he Ideal education should aim at laying down 
broadly the laws of right and wrong which underlie 
tho Creeds. They comprehend duty towards God and 
neighbor, but the difficulty seems to bo putting them 
into simpie bed-rock form, so that youthful spirits 
may absorb them almost unconsciously.

Souvenirs of Province of Quebec 
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. HAVE; tried * to ^jbe; j us t ,to>yarcls ; riiy 
• ff ormet^^'opporiefits^^^g^ 
wards my enemies and impartial 
for all," is a sentence in the pref- 
ace of a work just published by 
Hon. Charles Langclier, formerly 
a provincial minister under Mercicr and now 
•sheriff of. the; district of Quebec, whose "politi- 
cal souvenirs from 1878 to 1890" are of general 
interest, although writteri||frp.ni a Liberal 
standpoint, says the MontreaiflGazette. 

Beginning by an explanation as to the dif- 
ficulties under which the Liberal party labored 
thirty years ago, ]\J[r. Langelier quotes the 
words of the parish priest of Isle Bizard in 
the county of Jacques Cartier, when Hon. Ro- 
dolphe Laflamme came back for ,re:-election,^ 
having accepted office in the Mackenzie gov- 
ernment. The priest :asked,;;his:hearfecs to re- 
member that two sudden deaths ha^d- taken 
place a short time previous in the parish and 
wanted to know if they were prepared for the 
judgment. "And you, too, you may die sud- 
denly, and will you be ready to meet your 
Judge by voting for the enemies of the 
' Church?" Another witness declared that he 
had bfeen prevented from making his Easter 
duties because he voted for the Liberal can- 
didate, and the priest of one of the parishes 
had declared to an elector of Berthier, "If you 
want to go to hell here is a fine/chance by 
voting on the Liberal side." 

This, however, brought a severe rcprimanu 
from a council of bishops at Quebec, including 
Mgr. Lafleche, as'follo;\vs:,,."We greatly, regret 
that you have nq't;,6bserVed' exactly ;'the direc- , 
tion given by pu'r councils and^:b^^He|jepis|p^ 
copal circulars,'? ' while the Bislibp^'^f'-SK«^^^ 
brooke at the time said : "The cures of Ber- 
tliier have " publicly and scandalously dis- 
obeyed the ordinances of the council of 
bishops." Then the author cites a case of 
clerical intervention in favor : of Sir Hector 
Langevin in his famous contest :\with,/^P,> A. 
Tremblay in the county of ' Charievoix; - ' Ofie 
of ;theipa:rish piests denounced LiberaL Catho- 
' lics^;as!mad wolves who came to throw trou- 
ble in the fold, and who proclaim that the 
Pope, the bishops and the priests have noth- 
ing to do with politics, adding: Open your 
eyes, my brethren, to the abyss into which 
Catholic Liberalism wishes to drag you," and 
comparing these people to the devil, who 
went into the Gardeiv.of Eden and tempted 
o'tir first parents. ' » • 

■ This and other cases were brought to. the 
attention of the Sacred Congregation of the 
Propaganda, and Cardinal Franchi, under date 
tHe i8th''of May, .1876, wrote to Archbishop 
Taschereau saying that a remedy to these 
grave abuses must be applied at once. Mgr. 
Lafleche, of Three Rivers, also wrote that the 
Charlevoix priests went too far, but comniit- 
ted no criminal act, neither did they exercise 
any undue influence. Mr. Langelier claims, 
h'oweyer,;;that:j;in the Langcvin-Tremblay elec- 
tion vtlie^'moSt-vib of all was the parish 
priest of Bay St. Paul: "I heard him myself 
declare from the pulpit that Heaven was blue, 
while Hell was red," and speaking of Liberals, 
the same priest said they assumed a terrible 
Responsibility before God, for when they were 
-dead their children will be ready to bathe their 
hands in the blood of priests if ever a religious 
persecution were to break, out in this country. 



Speaking of the dgitatipn by certain people 
who strove to have his brother, the present Sir 
Francois Langelier, driven from Laval Uni- 
versity, the author declares that the chancellor, 
Mgr. Taschereau, afterwards cardinal, was a 
just man, and had. no desire to mix up in poli- 
tics, and after bearing the explanation of Mr. 
Tremblay's advocate, made no.effprt to remove 
him from the university. The great champion 
of Roman Catholicy at that time was no other 
than Mr. J. Israel Tarte, who violently, in the 
columns of Le Canadien, demanded Mr. Lan- 
gelier's expulsion from Laval, because, said 
Air. Tarte, he had dared to attack the priests 
and theirvxfeUjg^oittiMS^heriJthei^^ 
tion triallcafne^Mi-r^'ju^ pre- 
;^ided andlMn-'iia^ says that, although 
tlie learned Judge has long since changed, he 
at that time was sailing full speed in Ultra- 
montane waters, and, in spite of the evidence 
that undue inflencc had been exercised by the 
cures, he gave his judgment in favor of Sir 
Hector Langevin. . . , . .

An Attack on Rideau Hall 




RITING for the Boston Trans- 
cript, E. W. Thomson, the repre- 
sentative of that paper at Ottawa, 
delivers a knock-down blow to 
Rideau Hall, the residence of the 
Governor-General at Ottawa. He 
says: In recognition of the increased cost, of 
living, which is much more expensive in niany 
items than is living in the republic, the Minis- 
try have agreed to raise the salarj' of every 
civil servant by a '"flat" aiddition of .$150 a 
year. This does good where it is most needed, 
i.e., by the poorer officials. To relieve the 
better paid superiors Only one reform is need- 
ed; - They would all be sufficiently rich, as the 
more thrifty of them are, if Rideau Hall, or 
Government House, were abolished. It is not 
only an establishment very expensive to the 
taxpayers of Canada, but particularly costly 
to Ottawans of the usual social aspirations, 
since the example of a luxurious 'household, 
and the desire tO' figure at entertainments 
there, or to figure in or about circles which re- 
volve around that household, cause much ex- 
travagance of dress, etc., not only in the wo- 
men of business men and politicians, but by 
those of superior civil servants. Vice-royalty 
is essentially as comic as imitation sealskin or 
paste diamonds. There is no atom of a con- 
stitutional reason why the coTnic-thing-^ 
be more costly than political ' rie^ re- 
quires. The Confederation Act, or constitu- 
tion of- Canada, ordains to any governor-gen- 
eral a salary of £10,000, or say a 
year. Any intelligent person capable of earn- 
ing $2,000 a year in any business employment 
could perform all the vice-regal duties as well 
as Lord Grey, one of the best and most popu- 
lar governors Canada ever liad, since the true 
duty of a governor-general is to do what his 
first minister tells, him,, and .to keep, silently;:, 
looking as cheerful as he can on his pay. Why 
providp him with a great, expensive residence, 
and a very costly staff? There is no political 
need to do so. If it be said that he and his 
family and servants should be housed com- 



fortably, surely the reasonable reply is that 
that is his business, and that he gets pay 
enough to maintain as comfy a domicile as any 
reasonable being can need in this vale. "Oh, 
but the British way is to appoint noble gover- 
nors, and- to mamtain them in noble official 
state.": Exactly. . ; T , ■ , .

He has lectured it 
and the country on truthfulness, yet nine out 
of ten Congressmen believe Mr. Roosevelt 
himself to be babitually untruthful. He has 
posed as a champion of fair play, yet Congress- 
men believe him to fight foul. They picture 
him as living in, and dehghting in, an atmo- 
sphere of suspicion, intrigue, and calumny. His 
talk of the square deal they scoff at as sheer 
pretense. They say that he protects favorites, 
such as Paul Morton and the Steel Corpora- 
tion, while furiously prosecuting his enemies, 
or those whom he thinks he can jnake political 
capital by attaclcing. In short. Congress is 
thoroughly convinced that all the superior 
moral exhortation which it 'has had from 
President Roosevelt has come from a man who 
does himself what he condemns in others.

Even 
the elements seemed to conspire to keep the 
matter dark. ■ There was a thick fog, which 
effectually prevented many people i^rpngiat- 
tending to learn the truth, and thbse*'whb.'d^ 
reach the theatre had at least the satisfaction 
of knowing that they possessed information 
which many other people were anxiously wait- 
ing to obtain. ■'•'^'''V 

It is to be hoped that they, had little "en- 
joyment." The second act of this extraordin- 
ary play is nothing less than a libel on the 
Volunteer force.

Then we are asked to believe that the 
Browns and the Smiths cannot realize that 
this is a serious invasion. They talk lightly of 
it as a "game," with the invaders still in the 
house ; they are cheerful because ' it is a fine 
day, and presumably the delayed Cup tie will 
be plaj^ed. 

The audience appeared to accept the situa- 
tion as possiblp)last.night. We are inclin&d'ito 
think that on irfef lection very few .of tUbsfe'wKbv 
cheered will feel proud of themselves for doing 
so. The play can do no conceivable good: it 
is too ludicrous to be accepted by any thinking 
person as a serious attempt to stimulate patri- 
otism or an interest in the Territorial Force. 

The third act becomes mere melodrama. 
The villa is besieged. The Volunteers who 
are defending it are ordered to withdraw, suf- 
ficient Regulars having been brought lo the 
front to offer battle. Old Mr. Brown declines 
to go, and, finding a rifle left behind, he fires 
on the advancing enemy, for which, when cap- 
tured he is very naturally led out and shot. 
The horrors of war are very clearly shown by 
this last act, perhaps niore clearly than , the, 
author intended; and Miss Elaine IneicburtV' 
as Maggie Brown, must be praised for lier>fihe 
outburst of frenzied i.horror as she -realized 
what had happened'^tb her father. 

The acting throughout was good. Mr.

To got 
settlers to come out, its agents are tuHIng tho people 
of Great Britain all about Canada. The farmers, or 
those who want to be farmers can learn where tho 
best laufl can be obtained, and innclianicK will find 
out what .sort of men are nefdocl in Canadian cities 
and what wages they will get. It is not wise tu tell 
anything but tho truth for discontented, disappointed 
settlers do the country harm. Tlioro will soon be no 
excuse lor Ignorance, oven amoni;- uneducated Eng- 
lishman, about any part of Canada,

less some great discovery is made the cure of the 
people suffering from consumption is slow work and 
there are not many who can afford to pay the hospital 
fees for many months. So kindhearted people must 
help their neighbors to recover the health they have 
,l_ost. This Is work In which every little helps. 

General Lake and a number of other gentlemen, 
some of whom are heads of colleges have been talk- 
ing about tho need of Canadians being ready to de- 
fend their country or rather to help Great Britain 
to defend it. It^ is nearly a hundred years since tho 
foot of an invader was on Canadian soil. The -.vholo 
world was astonished then at the bravery with which 
the people fought for the lioines which they had 
scarcely won from the wilderness. With the help

King Edward and Queen Alexandra have returned 
homo after their short vl.sit to Germany. They were, 
of course, entertained with great splendor by tlio 
Kmporor of Germany and the citizens of Berlin. On 
their return to London their majesties received a very 
liearly welcome home. It is now hoped that tho 
angry feeling between the two great nations will 
for the present pass away. In tlieso days It is anger 
and jealousy between the whole people, and not the 
tiuarrels of kings and queens that cause wars. If 
England and Germany can both find markets for 
their goods and if they can find cargoes for their 
great st/^amshlp.s, the people of both nations will bo 
.satisfied to spend their money, their' time, and their 
labor In manufacturing goods and sending them to 
the market.s of the world rather than In killing one 
another, laying waste the land and destroying cities, 
and tho other great works which have been made b.v 
two of the most Industrious nations of the world. 
There is always a danger of war, if either England 
or Germany tries to bo master of tho smaller and 
weaker nations of Europe or Asia. 

Berlin is a vor.v beautiful cit.v, noted for Its fine 
pictures and splendid musicians. Great numbers of 
men an! women from Great Britain Itself and from 
varlou.'i parts of tlio Empire visit tho city for tlio 
sake of .studying painting and music. Several gentle- 
men and ladies from Victoria have completed their 
musical education in Berlin. Large number;! of these 
lovers of art inalce the city thoir home so that there 
is a largo English colony In the German capital. 
These English students sent a number n£ their most 
prominent men to jiresent the King with an addros.^ 
when he was dinin.g witli the Britisli .'Vinbassador. 
The King, wliile tlianklpg tlieui said, "Voii who reside 
in tills line capital can do iiiueii to convince tli<; Ger- 
mans of the sincerity of our friendship towards tlicni." 

. It .is sad to think that, though he seemed well 
Pleased with , hia visit the King lool;ed 111 when lie 
camo back'. King Edward is getting to be an old 
man, as his pictures show all too plainly. 

]'"'or many years great numbers of Canadians from 
Qi;.;bi'c ;uid tlie ^iarltimc provinces went to the 
United Statos. Tlio Erench Canadians found woric 
In the factories of tho New England States. Young 
women from tlie eastern provinces found employment 
In tho houses of well-to-do families In Boston. 
Others, v.'ho were better educated trained as nurses 
or tool; places in the stores. Farmers' sons !earn(!d 
trades in Now England cities. College graduates 
were eagerly welcomed as teachers in the sciiools 
and aven in tho universities ot both eastern and 
western states. When tho Dakotas, Nebraska, and 
otlinr wo.'itoru prairie states were opened for settle- 
ment largo numbers of Canadian settlors took up 
farms. In almost ovor.v city from San Francisco to 
Portland, Maine, Canadian Industry and Intelligence 
have added to the prosperity of tho people. AVithln 
tho last few years the tide has turned. Canadian 
boys who want farms have found that in the pralrlo 
provinces the land Is more fertile and. the climate bet- 
ter than in the central, part of the TTiilted States. In 
tho mines andt lumber'/woods , of British' Columbia as 
well as in the 'flsberl?8 ' and ;coasj;ingV: trade eastern 
Canadians ha.ye'fp'Tini^iwor.'i'-*^ 

brains. The ■cltiesi,h'a'Ve''^bden';tiullt' ]arge ' b'y their - 
efforts and the gredterXhumber of the teacheri In the 
now provinces have.^oItKofv'cbrne directly from Eastern 
Canada or aro the children of those wlio camo in the 
earl,' -Viays of settlement. 

-But this Is not all. Tho rich land of the iirairles, 
and tile mines and timber limits of our own province 
have tempted the citizens of tho United States to 
cross the border and invest their money in Canada. 
They liave helped to build our railroads and establish 
other hidustvies. Some of tlu'so ])eople are tlio sons 
and grandsons of Canadians avIio have In their youth 
gone Into tho United States. Canada welcomes these 
Industrious and enteriirlsliig iieoplo. Agents lmv(^ 
been sent amon=: them to tell what a fine country we 
have and to iicrsuadc them to come and help us to 



fill It with a prosperous population. Among- tho 
Canadians who iiavo returned from time to time are 
the Frencli Canadians ot the New England factory 
towns. But some of the Quebec members do not 
think that tho government has done enough to per- 
suade these people to come back and they told tho 
premier so in parliament a few days ago. Perhaps 
what makes them especially anxious just now is 
because the boundaries of Quebec have been en- 
larged by the" addition of the District of Ungava. Tho 
province now reaches up to Hudson's Bay. Much ot . 
this new land Is, It is said, tertilc. The government 
ot Quebec as well us tho clergy wish to see this now 
land settled. Instead of sending their sons and 
daughters to become citlr.cns of the United States 
they would, if they couKi, persuade them to make 
Quebec the most populous and prosperous province 
in Canada. In this worIc they want the help of tho 
government of Canaoa. 

Ail except the verv smallest children in the Vic- 
toria schools remember Mr. Eaton.

the frost makes travelling by the ordinary steamers 
Impossible, two very strongly built boats are put 
on the routo between Georgetown and PIcton. By 
breaking through and riding over the ice they make 
a safe but slow passage unless It is very thick. There 
is usually clear water In this part of tho strait, ex- 
cept near the shore. The boats make those trips 
as long as possible. Indeed, quite often they are 
caught in the Ice and sometimes tho passengers aro 
prisoners for, days and then have to ride on sleds 
to the nearest harbor.,, ,, A..few days agO;, the,. Minto's 
passe'ngers had ' to; land loii 

PIcton. ' Soon, however, ttfe wrhd '' changed' arid both 
steamers wero able to make' their way across the 
straits again. 

When tho winter boats can no longer make their 
toilsome trips those who want to travel to or from 
the: (Island'.must assemble at Cape Tormontire, N.B„ 
or Capei Traverse, P.E.I. Here they aro taken across 
the narrow channel of from seven to nine miles wide 
that divides theclslarid fi-om tho mainland in tho 
iceboats. These tire iitrong, open boats, rowed when 
tho water Is open or pulled through the "lolly" or 
over the lee by tho boatmen when the strait is full 
of Ice. The women or delicate men remain in the 
boats but the stronger passengers must help them- 
selves or perhaps take their places-wlth the boatmen 
who, strapped to the boat, drag it along or row it 
through tho water. Usually two or throe boats go in 
.company for sometimes flerco storms come up and 
try as -they may the boatmen cannot make the land 
'.Twice wlthlrj tho last fifty years a boat's crew and 
passengers, have, boon Iqst and, some, of them frozen 
to death while othcr.s havoTsuftered tho loss of limbs 
!.and/never quite recovered from' the'.shdck.'i f There la 
„a-,story that the survivors of one i.'of'j; these parties 
: saved their lives by drinking the.-.blood; of- a .dog. who 
was one of their follow travellers'." There' are iisually 
some weeks of the year when the mails to and from 
tho Island aro sent by this route. Branch, railroads 
take passengers and malls from tho capes to tho 
main line!!. Though there Is always risk the trip 
Is enjoyed by travellers In fine weather. Tho Prince 
Edward Islanders have during several years past 
been asking for a tunnel across this narrow strip 
of sea. AVhon, in 1873, Prince Edward Island became 
jinrt of tho IDominlon, one of the promises made 
was that there should be continuous communication 
. with the mainland. , It >vaa believed,. then. that boats 
could bo built strong enough>^ to^' force vtheir way 
through the Ice of the: straits.; . Thls;'has,.not proved 
to be the case and fop some: weeks In each ■winter 
no trade can bo carrled-'on ioetween the Island/ and 
the world outside. In very bad weather the mails aro 
delayed though no effort Is spared by the hardy boat- 
men to make the passage. No one'-denles ithe: need 
for the tunnel, but It Is considered that' the;?,Qxpenso" 
Is too groat to warrant the government^-'OC Canada 
In undertaking the work. | <'

There Is not a boy or girl who is a native of 
Vancouver Island who has ever scon a largo sheet 
of salt water frozen over. If sonie winter morning 
tho Inner harbor was a sheet of ice and if In a 
week's time not a vessel could get In or out of 
tlio docks, there would not only bo great surprise 
but the business men pfir^^Ictorla would suffer 
Immonso loss. There is Si;S.tor^ told that once a 
long tlmo ago Nanalmo ;harbpri- was frozen over. 
But now steamers pan- c6mttyh'iidV?^p5 just as easily 
ijarid r almost' -ti^ ■"snf61yJ;'Iri-.itli(3;ijWlri^^^^^ thb sum- 

mer months. '''Therei 'aro daiig'ers frorii wind and 
tido and rockbound coasts but neither danger nor 
Inconvenience froiri the i''e. rt is very dLfferent 
with tho Ilttlo Island provlnc(> on the other sido of 
the continent. By the end of November tho vessels 
laden with produci! hasten awa.v and usually by 
Christmas time the harbors of Sunimerslde and 
('harlottetown are slicots of thick Ice over which 
the fiirmers can ride to town with heavy loads 
of farm iiroduce. Tho long Inlots called rivers, makes 
the finest thoroughfares.

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THE IMPORTATION OF GAME 

(By Richard L,. Pocock) 

lEADING the fourth annual report of 
the game warden of British Cokim- 
bia,gia: most interesting pamphlet, 
containing many facts and sugges- 
tions which should be read and ap- 
preciated by all who are interested 
in the game of the country, I was struck by 
one suggestion which cam^: rather as a sur- 
prise,, namely, that a sum of money should be 
spent>tO''?introduce chamois into the country 
in order to increase the present attractions 
which the province has to offer to the hunter 
of big game. In the report the game warden 
says that the advertisement tlie province 
would get from the purchase and transport 
of these animals would be quite a considera- 
tion, to say nothing of the increase of attrac- 
tion to the big game hunters in the future, 
should the experiment prove a success. 

We have always had it impressed on us 
that this country is a paradise for big game, 
and we still believe it, and it is hard to realize 
that it is either necessary or desirable to in- 
troduce new species from other countries to 
help out the supply of native animals we 
already have here in abundance. It seems to 
me, and to others to whom I have spoken on 
the subject, that a stranger on reading this, so 
far from regarding the purchase of these ani- 
mals as a good advertisement for the prov- 
ince, would be very apt to think that the^ 
natural stock /of game was "not what it is 
cracked ; up to be''> in the advertising liter- 
ature scattered abroad. 

I -think, for one, if I could afford the time 
and-'mbney to devote to the collection of big 
game trophies,^ I should want to get my 
specimens of the various sorts of animals in 
their, native habitats, and should prefer to 
bag my big moose in Northern British Colum- 
bia and not in New Zealand or any other 
country to which they might 'have been in- 
troduced, and my chamois heads I would 
rather, get in their native European moun- 
'tains and not on Mt. Arrowsmith. It seems 
to me that half the charm of collecting would 
be done away with by this artificial shifting 
and redistribution. However, I may be 
wrong, and these may be considerations 
which would weigh very little with other peo- 
ple. On^^|^limgf$Is am very certain of, 
though, land ■•tliafeis*/^%at were I in a position 
to devote time and money to the pursuit of 
big game, which is of course, generally speak- 
ing, a rich man's amusement, I could find 
plenty to occupy me for many seasons witli 
the various magnificent varieties with which 
the greater part of this province abounds, and 
I think it a pity to run the risk of making 
people think that the|sl:ock|of^^^^ game licrc 
is insufficient of itself 'to|f^^^^ magni- 
ficent attraction to any hunter who really v 
means business. New Zealand is different;' 
they had to introduce big game there or be 
without it altogether. 



Now as to the importation of small game 
here, that is a very different matter and one 
that affects the general body of ordinary 
sportsmen who are keen on getting some 
good days' shooting near home and cannot 
afford time or money for the more expensive 
form of sport, the pursuit of big game. 

Although judging from all accounts, in- 
cluding the report quoted from, the big game 
is, speaking generally, holding its own, and 
likely to continue to more than do so if some 
of the warden's suggestions are listened to 
and acted on, there can be no disputing the 
fact that 'the small game shooting in the set- 
tled districts is not what it used to be, and not 
what it might be were some more effectual 
measures possible for its better protection 
and augmentation. The small game shooting 
of the province is nothing phenomenal, if the 
strict truth be told. The rich men who come 
here for sport and nothing else, find big 
game shooting of a sort they can get nowhere 
else; I doubt however, if any of them would 
come here specially for the sport >they can 
get with the shotgun. They are good sports- 
men most of them, bring good money into the 
country, take good . reports of the land^^ out 
of it and are abundantly welcome, and it is 
excellent policy on our 'part to do our best 
to insure that we can shovv them good sport 
here. It seems to me, however, through read- 
ing the reports at hand, that good and suffi- 
cient work has been done and is being done 
to safeguard the big game, which is the chief 
attraction to these men. The ordinary resi- 
dent sportsman of the country, however, is 
even more interested, I think, in' having and 
preserving a stock of small game sufficient to 
give him a few days at least at really good 
shooting in the season; though we realize 
that as much has been done as possible by 
the game warden in this directiuii with the 
present means and resources available to him, 
we should like to see more and more atten- 
tion paid to this branch of the subject. 

At the risk of being called a knocker, I re- 
peat that the natural resources of the counr. 
try in the way of small game shooting are by 
no means phenomenal ; we all have heard it 
said, and knov/ that it is true, that is, those 
of us who know the bush, that the man who 
gets the game in this country earns it and 
works for it, which, to my mind at any rate, 
is an excellent thing in its way. I am no 
lover of a heavy game bag easily filled, but 
myj:arg^me^nti{is^^ 
rbunii -the woH(i 

zly bear skin to their collection of trophies 
would not come here at all for the sake of 
shooting our grouse or our pheasants or our 
quail, because they can get better small game 
shooting at home and in other lands, and will 
tell you so if you ask them ; but the resident 
is vitally interested in maintaining and im- 
proving the stock of small gaVne, which after 
all is his majn source of sport, and also I 
think that it is the excellence or otherwise of 
the small game shooting which .will help to 
attract and hold settlers who are also sports- 
men. ■ 



To an Old Countryman who has always 
been keen on shooting, but 'was not in a posi- 
tion in the Old Country to be able to afford 
what is a luxury there> it is a great attraction 
to know that here he can obtain freet. somcr 
times excellent and always fair sport with the 
gun, and it seems to me that it is of great im- 
portance, even greater importance than the 
protection of the big game, to maintain and 
improve the stock of game for the shotgun. 

Of course this has been seen and realized 
by sportsmen here for a long time and ex- 
periments and successful ones have been made 
in the way of introducing game birdslnijost^yi- 
if not entirely, at the expense of private ih- 
ijidividuals. If we are justified, as I am quite 
sure we are, in asking the government for in- 
creased grants to carry on the good work of 
the-game wardens in protecting the big game, 
we are certainly also justified in asking that 
a good proportion of this should be devoted 
to the interests of the resident small game 
shooter, as at present the protectioni^^^ 
is, even in the settled districts, ridicuiousiy in- 
a^iequate. I myself have been on this coast 
for a number of years now, off and on, and 
have shot arid fished yin season wlieneyer the 
opportunity offered; ' but have only once 
come across a game warden in the exercise 
of his duty, and that last year in the E. & N. 
train. The suggestion of a small gun license 
has been put forward from time to time, and 
has met Avith opposition as often as it has 
appeared; wfe are told that it would work a 
' hardship on the working man, etc., but I feel 
sure that the majority of working men who 
are also sportsmen would gladly pay a small 
tax of this sort if they were given reasonable 
assurance that the proceeds of the tax could 
and would be utilized to insure them at least 
two or three good days' shooting in the season. 
Sooner or later we are bound to come to it, 
even as they have come to it in the United 
States. 

• I would gladly subscribe my share to a 
fund for the importation of more Hungarian 
partridges and more fresh pheasant blood, and 
would also gladly pay a small license for the 
privilege of using a shotgun, provided I felt 
reasonably sure that by so doing I should be 
helping to insure a' fair stipply of something 
to use it on, but I shotildfgw^^^ 
any subscription ta, apunnSfo^ purchase 
and importation of Cliamois; I would rather' 
save up my money until I could afford to take 
a trip in search of that most glorious of tro- 
phies, a head of the Rocky Mountain bighoi-n, 
and I think, in fact I know, that I am veicir.g 
the sentiments of a" number of others of the 
same way of thinking. 

PHEASANTS 

I have received the following very inter- 
esting letter re pheasants from Mr. Brown of 
Nanaimo : . . ' , ,.; , , ; " 

Dear Sir — -Am mlich pleased with your 
article on pheasants, in Sunday's Colonist of 
this datie, but at the same time wish to make a 
few remarks*. The quotation from , Seebohm, 



where he refers to the English pheasant as a 
mongrel, is, I think, incorrect. The English 
ring-neck breeds true to its markings, and the 
distinctive ring is transmitted .from its China 
ancestry. It has a larger, broader^sgU%^r— 
if I may use the term-— body ^^inoiff® 
necked forefather, and has a lighter shading in 
the brown and reddish tints, little of the tur- 
quois bill; on the wings, and the tail coverts 
have more of a greenish yellow tinge rather 
than the bluish green of the China ring-neck. 
The China bird is longer, slimmer in build. 
The hens are darker than English hens. The 
difference in these two varieties-^EngjisK-' 
ring-necks and Chinese ring-necks-ris:"sd''great' 
that T let the young stock run together and 
can readily separate them when needed. I 
think the English ring-neck more aggressive. 
Tlie lighthouse-keeper at the Ballinces got a 
trio from me to turn down. The cock came in 
from the woods., and, he tells me, thrashed 
every barnyard cock bird he had. A glorious 
cock I put down on Gabriola Island on James 
Grey's farm got into several tilts with his 
turkey gobbler. I ne gobbler insisted on go- 
ing down to a part of the field where the 
pheasant held court among a number of hens 
he had gathered together. One day, so Grey 
tells me, the gobbler failed to come back. 
They found his body where he had been 
killed by the cock pheasant. 

I do not think all game pheasants (true 
pheasants) readily mate with birds of differ- 
ent varieties. I had a cock . Reeves die at the 
beginning of the season, so I placed a fine 
English ring-neck cock in the pen with the 
hen. with no results. They would not mate. 
Yet when I placed another Reeves cock later 
in the pen I had evidence of more congenial 
pairing. 

The Reeves cock differs from most others 
in that it has no wattles nor bare skin on the 
hec . nor does he crow, but keeps up a world 
of chuckling at times. He is a great bird 
but for proud carriage, statcliness and courage 
my eyes always turn to my English ring- 
neck cock pheasant. I have turned over - 
fifty of those down in various parts of the 
Island with the idea of adding new blood to 
the Chinese birds already here. I might say 
that I have a fine English hen which laid lor 
two seasons, and this year got dissatisfied 
with her plain plumage so has put on a green 
neck and white collar and other: brilliant ac- 
cessories ito male pheasant attire. If I 'have 
room I will nest her and see if she has become 
barren or not.

HUNGARIAN PARTRIDGES 

The Hungarian partridge is in appearance 
not unlik^{the;^Bpb White, but more prettily 
colored and.i'.py^^^^ as large. 

The oveight';^ the adult bird is about 2 
to 2^ '''potinds^jmeasures 18 to 22 inches from 
tip to tip of wings, and length of body is 12 
to 14 inches. 



Towards the", end of April or more fre- 
quently in the beginning of May the partridge 
hen selects a nesting place under the cover 
of a fence, at the. foot of tree sturnps or sini- ^ 
ilar place surrounded*bySat|thick^^^^ 
vegetation, ■ Her " nest ; nis a^mei-e ifi^hpllpw 
scratched in the earth, with a slight lininlg' Of . 
dead leayes or grass. 

Young.v/hens usually lay twelve eggs. 
Older Hens lay many as twenty eggs, some- 
times even more. 

On an average the eggs measure i 3-8 x 
I 1-8 inches. They are pearshaped, of smooth 
nfeitrface , and of a rriud-green color. 

■ From . tv\rcnty-one to twenty-six days arc 
rcquired|£oi^the|eiggs to hatch It is claimed 
that aF"iitnesv!Bi^^^ bird keeps the eggs 
warm while' the'' hen is feeding. 

The partridge chicks are most lovely lit- 
tle creatures, A'ery pretty in color and shading. 
Tlicy commence running about as soon as 
they leave the eggs. The parents take cquai 
part in the care and training of the young. 
The cock guards, warns and defends, while 
the hen leads, feeds and shelters them. If 
either one of the parents is killed the other 
will take care of the brood, the male even 
taking the place of the mother. It is due to 
this untiring care by the parent birds that 
nearly all of their young are reared, and it 
does not take long to populate a whole dis- 
trict. 

Except during the breeding season these 
partridges are gregarious, keeping in coveys 
of half a dozen to twenty birds. Their feed- 
ing times are early in morning and in the 
evening. Toward noon they go to some se- 
cluded spot to take their ease and dust them- 
selves. 

At dusk they resort to some open place, 
usually the central part of a field of grass, to 
roost. When the birds are assembled they 
settle down for the night a litle distance apart 
from one another, disposed in_a circle, all with 
faces outward. Disposed in this form it is 
difficult for any prowhng animal to come 
upon them without being detected by some 
one bird of the covey. 

Well watered woodland tracts in the 
vicinity of arableMands are best suited for their 
habitat, but the partridges are ea.sily pleased 
and can practically make their living any- 
where. There are few birds which so strict- 
ly adhere to their once selected abode as do 
the Hungarian partridges, Even their . off- 
spring do not wander away. 

During their earliest age the partridges 
feed almost exclusively on insects and worms, 
to which, they later add vegetable matter. 
Snow, and cold do not deprive them of food. 
If hard frozen snow covers the ground they 
seek berries or buds of trees and bushes. 

With other game birds the partridges live 
in perect harmony. Their liberation in sec-r 
tions populated by quail can be highly rec- 
ommended as they will not drive the quail 
away, but will share the territory with them 
amicably. .

Robert W. Service, the Poet of the Yukon Territory

,HE way of letters is uncertain. One 
writer .strives for a lifetime and 
wins but faint recognition; another, 
toying for pastime with the muses, 
leaps to fame in a day. Two years 
:agb 'Robert W. Service was known 
as a poet by few others than a circle of inti- 
mate friends; today his verses are being read 
and admired by the English-speaking people of 
all corners of the world. When Service made 
up his mind to arrange for the publication of 
liis verses he approached the matter with 
some diffidence. In submitting his manu- 
script he stated frankly "that he didn't think 
the stuff amounted to much," but he was will- 
ing to pay for the printing of a small edition, 
as his friends were urging him to have the 
poems published. What he could not sell he 
could give away — that was how he viewed 
the situation. 

The result was a surprise, even to his pub- 
lishing house, for opinions as to the value of 
the verse had not been entirely unanimous 
among the readers of the manuscript. But 
edition after edition has been printed and 
rapidly sold, showing that the work is increas- 
ing in popularity. 

The reason of the popularly of this poetry 
may be summed up almost in a word — it pic- 
tures human life. For, after all, nature wor- 
ship, or classic lore, ethics or abstruse phil- 
osophy grow stale and flat when used con- 
tinually as the basis of literary emotions, but 
every human being who has not become a 
conventionalized fossil always will be moved 
by the passions and moods of the surging, 
restless, primitive, even animal spirit of hu- 
manity that permeated Service's poems. 

The Yukon poet showed at an early age 
a dislike for conventionality and routine. One 
day, when scarcely seven years of age, he 
was dining with his grandfather and a lady 
friend, a Miss Annie Croal of Edinburgh, 
and as a protest against the monotony of the 
regularly worded "grace before meat" and a 
suggestion for' something new, the embryo 
poet Uttered the following impromptu: 

"liOrd, bless tlic meat nncl bless tho poppor, 
Bless weo Hdrry when lio wrlto.s a Icttor, 
Bless us all here, that Is, wo nvo, 
Ana Iteop tho rest downstairs nllvc." 

(This Spirit of protest agaiftst routine is 



typical of his career. Robert W. Service was 
born in Lancashire, England, over thirty 
years ago. When he was quite young his 
parents removed to Scotland, and he received 
his education in Glasgow, spending some 
time at Glasgow University. But the "wan- 
derlust" seized him, and at the age of twenty 
he came to Canada and made his way from 
city to, city,; until he reached ithe,:Racific Coast. 
For five y4;iars' he wander^'^up • And down 
from Victoria to the City of Mexico, living a 
short time in every city of consequence, and 
working at all manner of things. Finally he 
became a bank clerk in the office of the Bank 
of Commerce at Victoria. He was trans- 
ferred to Vancouver, to Kamloops, and then 
to White Horse, in the Yukon district. 
There it was that most of the poems appear- 
ing in "The Songs of a Sourdough" were 
written, although he had already contributed 
verse of some note to the Victoria Colonist, 
and previous to tiiis had written consider- 
able poetry along more conventional lines, 
and on more conventional subjects. This 
earlier work he discarded because, as he says, 
"I don't believe in pretty language and verr 
bal felicities, but in getting as close down as 
I cari to the primal facts ^ of life ; getting 
down to the bedrock of things." 

The spirit of "wanderlust" pervades his 
poetry; the very thin titles serve to show 
this; there are "The Call of the Wild," "The 
Lone Trail," "The Tramps" and "The Men 
Who Don't Fit In." 

In commenting on Service's work, a New 
Zealand journal has said that "he is known 
as the most successful writer of verse in Can- 
ada and the most successful writery of^^Gan-^if ; 
adian verse." Yet these poems must hot be ' 
regarded as typically Canadian — they crystal- 
lize a phase of Canadian life, but it is a 
phase which has become Canadian by acci- 
dent of circumstance. "The Wanderers," the 
, "Restlcs.s Ones," the "Serfs of Freedom," are 
cosmopolitan — they might have been found 
in the California gold-diggings, on the South 
African Rand, among the Australian mines, or 
anywhere on the ragged edge of civilization. 
It is thisriVery vcosrriopolitanism- that ■■•makes 
Service's/lverse'^ as' thoroughly appreciated at 
the Antipodes as in the Yukon. 

The rhythm of the poems has an irresist- 
ible sweep; no training in the technique of 
versification is necessary to catch the movdr 



ment — it carries one away; and the plain, 
forcible language grips the attention, and 
holds it while short, vivid, insistent epithets 
hammer themselves deeply into one's mind. 

Much of his work resembles Kipling's in 
style of expression and poetic form, and it 
is no surprise to us to learn that Kipling is 
Service's favorite writer. "Kipling comes 
first with me," he says.- "He is the greatest 
of modern writers, to my rnirid. Ih' the poem, 
'The Law of the Yukon,' they say I've had in 
mind his 'Red Gods'; I only wish I could 
write in his class. Of coufse, there is the 
Kipling idea, the Kipling method in the pdem, 
and it^ a jolly good method." 

But Service is no mere imitator; his 
themes are his own, and poetic form in any 
case is governed largely by the subject mat- 
ter. Even Kipling did not invent the ballad 
forms — he used what he found. 

"The Law of the Yukon," however, ex- 
hibits as clearly as any of his poems his char- 
acteristic literary style and general metrical 
effect. We quote the last stanza: 

"This Is tho law of the Yukon, that only tho strong 
shuU thrive; 

That .surely tho weak shall perish, and only the fit 
survive; 

Dissolute, damned and despairful, crippled and pal- 
sied and slain, 

This Is tho Will of tho Yukon— Lo! how she makes 
It plain!" " 

"Tile Spell of the Yukon" lays bare the 
mind of the gold-seeker and shows us why 
he is drawn back again to a land that he calls 
"the :■ cttssede3t;;;:;laiid^ and yet 

''THare's' sot^^^ it for no land 

pn;I earth— -and I'm one.' . The whole philoso- 
pliyvB^f the life of the gold-seeker (and of 
the money-maker in any sphere of life) is 
summed iip in these lines: 

"It 'Isn't tho gold that I'm wanting 
So much as Just finding the gold." 

His descriptions are painted with quick, 
vivid strokes on a broad canvas, as in : 

"Big mountalna heaved to heaven, which the blinding 

sunset blazon, 
Blfick,- oa.nyotiB, j^vhero ,th¥i rwlda rip and roar." 

"The summer— no sweeter was over; 
; 'Tho 'Sunshiny woods alt athrlll, 
• Tho 'greyllng asleep In the river, 
Tho bighorn aslcop on the hill." 

"The winter! the brightness that blinds you, 
The 'wbltd land locked tight as a drum. 



The cold fear that follows and finds you, 
The silence that bludgeons you dumb." 

Theh'thcre is one longbov/ type of Yan- 
kee humor, as in "The Cremation of Sam 
McGce" ; there is homely philosophy in 
"Bluff and Grin"; there are the grandeur 
and the Avierdness of the "Wild" and "The 
Lone Trail;" but, above all, there are por- 
trayed the desires, the frailties, the motives 
and the deeds of untamed, restless, uncon- 
ventional humanity. ' . 

Although there is usually;;Na|regiijar swing 
of the rhythm, of these verses^itl^|writer dis- 
dains strict conformity to tliCi^awsTof metre, 
and sometimes mars an otherwise good line 
by practically rendering it in prose. This, 
however, seems to be quite in accordance 
with his theory of poetry,: "My idea of 
verse writing is to write something the every- 
day workingman can read jftid ^ approve, the 
man who, as a rule, fights shy ; of vcr^e or 
rhyme. I prefer to- write something that 
comes within the scope of his own experience 
and .grips him with a sense or reality." 
Granting the necessity for more Canadian 
verse which will deal with everyday experi- 
ences, we cannot agree that carelessness in 
attention to rhythm, which is the basis of 
the musical effect of poetry, is at all advis- 
able. Imperfect rhythm is always a defect. 

On the whole, these poems are emotion- 
ally consistent, but there is one in which the 
writer appears to be toying with the sacred 
fire. In "Quatrains" he approaches in the 
first part of each stanza something more 
lofty in theme and more simple in its sub- 
limity than any of the poems we have pre- 
viously considered, yet he deliberately 
drops, at the end of each stanza, froni the 
sublime to the ridiculous. A proper_ sense 
of the fitness of emotional effects should not 
allow any writer to produce this: .: 

"Ono said: 'The life Is thine to make or'niar, 
To flicker feebly or to sow, a star: 
It lies with thee— the choice is thine— la thine — " 

Now comes: the. drop : 
"To hit the ties or drive thy auto-car." 

This is not wit; it is Hterary sacrilege. 

Granting that all Mie kind things which 
have been said by critics and readers and re- 
viewers everywhere about Robert Service's 
poetry are true, we hope to see in his future 



work just as much of the reality of life, Avith 
less vulgarity and less profanity; just as com- 
pelling a swing to his verses, Avith fcAver 
relapses into prose, and we hope to find 
always consistently sustained emotional ef- 
fects.

525,000, Philadelphia 525,000, Pittsburg 425,- 
000, St; . Louis 375,000, Hartford, 365,000, 
Springfield 323,121 and Providence 222,000.

lished in Paris. On the siibject pMsMcid^^ 
Napoleon wrote at St. Helena, "tlas^^'Stn 
the right to take his own life? Certainly, as 
soon as his death Avould be an injury to no 
one and his life a burden. When is life a 
burden? When it offers only; tribiilations, 
but as these may vanish at any moment, 
there seems to be no moment in one's life 
Avhen he has the right of self-destruction. 
There are not many men Avho have not felt 
at some time the impulse to end all through 
death,'but a. fcAv days later there comes a 
change and the cause for self-inficted death 
is gone, arid the man Avho succumbs to the 
impulse on Monday, coiild he undo his 
work, Avould be sorry for it when the week- 
end came."
